The President’s Address was given Monday evening, 
but the recommendations were repeated at Tuesday 
morning's session as were various other important parts 
of her report and handed to the proper committee. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


At this, the close of a year of service, we wish to bear testi- 
mony to the unfailing love and mercy of God. As His command 
Is the great impetus of our work, so His constant presence is our 
help and joy. 

We have entered upon a period of reconstruction; old things 
have passed away in a very real sense, and though not all things 
have become new, they certainly are becoming so in many ways. 
Horizons are broadened, and with the wider outlook, come new 
and greater responsibilities. It is a glorious privilege to help in 
the evangelization of the world, and while the work may seem 
heavy at times, we should not look upon it as a burden, but 
rather remind ourselves that we are workers together with God, 
and where we are weak, He is strong. 

Several new features are taking shape in the work of the 
General Society which give us a glimpse of the broadening activi- 
tles. The Department of Inner Missions is fast coming to the 
front, and rightly so. It is the Church at work among those of 
our own communities where Christian people come in personal 
touch with sore needs and unhappy conditions that result from 
sin everywhere. If there has been any ground for criticism that 


the Church holds itself aloof from the great needs nearest home, 


Inner Mission work is the very thing that will overcome such a 
criticism. It is social service in its highest form, social service 
which carries with it the Gospel of Jesus Christ—the good news 
of help and healing to both soul and body. , 

Another new feature that is already started is Student Work 
among the students of our institutions of learning. The appoint- 
ment of a Student Secretary, Miss Mary Markley, shows that this 
department of work has already taken practical shape, and has 
begun its important ministry. 

Another feature that is under contemplation is the appoint- 
ment of a Field Secretary for our Junior Department. There 
is no doubt that the Junior work needs such expert guidance and 
will profit greatly. 

In addition to the foreign work with which we are all so 
familiar, our missions in India and Africa, we can now say 
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have mission work in Japan, Porto Rico, and the Virgin 
Islands, as also an additional field in India, namely, the Rajah 
Mundry field. All these new fields and departments of work 
thrill and inspire us, giving us a new vision of the worldwide 
scope of the work in which we have a part, but let us turn right 
here to the thought of the importance of each small detail of 
the work. 

There is danger that, as we consider the greatness of the 
mighty task, we shall be overwhelmed by its very size, and 
begin to feel that our own little part is so small and insignificant 
that it doesn’t matter whether we do it or not. This is the 
farthest from the truth. The whole great fabric depends upon 
faithfulness in little things. Each little detail is important, 
and if negiected, or slighted, leaves a weak place in the great 
struggle. The great corral reef, which in time upholds a palm 
covered island, is formed by millions of tiny animalcules, too 
small to be seen by the naked eye. There is One who sees each 
small and trembling effort as clearly as the great work that 
shines forth in the splendor of the limelight, and He has prom- 
1 ised a sure reward, even though for so small an act as the 
giving of a cup of cold water if it be done in the name of a

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Every effort was made to bring as many people as possible 
within the radius of her influence at Omaha. The President 
and the Corresponding Secretary each gave a luncheon, at which 
the State Officers, Department Secretaries, living in Omaha, 
ministers’ wives, and as many local workers as possible had 
the opportunity of breaking bread with her, and coming thus 
in closer touch with her work and wide experience. Also two 
receptions were given—one for ladies in the afternoon and for 
young people in the evening, on which occasion several hun 
dred heard her speak and had the privilege of asking ques. 
tions. At the Sunday morning service in Kountze Memorial 
Church every available seat was occupied, and her message was 
one never to be forgotten. 


An Executive Committee meeting was held the last morn- 
ing of her stay in Omaha, at the home of the President after 
which it was our privilege to enjoy a third luncheon with her, 
just before she took the train. 


This Executive Committee meeting was the second of the 
year. The first was held December 6th in the Danish Lutheran 
Church at Fremont, at the call of the retiring president. The 
third was held April 30th at the home of the President, and the 
fourth, May ist, in St. Mark’s Church in Omaha, at the time 
of the Spring Conference. At all these meetings the work was 
discussed and plans made, the results of which will show in the 
reports of ‘his convention. 


Another high point in the year's work was the joint con- 
ference meeting in the spring, and also the 40th Anniversary 
Convention held in Canton, Ohio, in June, but as both of these 
meetings will be reported in their proper places we will only 
mention them here. 

During the year 209 letters have been sent, 13 copies of 
the Guntur Missions were sent out, and stationery was secured 
and sent to the Officers and Department Secretaries, as required. 
Four telephone calls to South Omaha, five long distance tele 
phone calls, and one night letter were used in our efforts to 
further the work. So much for the official acts of the year. 

I cannot leave this review without telling the convention 
of the one very great blessing that has come to us as a Synodical 
Society. One young woman has offered herself for the foreign 
field, and has been accepted. Miss Meta Blair of Kountze 
Memorial Church, Omaha, is finishing her preparation for hos- 
pital work in India. She graduated from the Clarkson Hospital 
as a nurse this last summer and is spending the present year 
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at the Moody Bible School in Chicago. Having known Miss 
Blair well for a number of years I wish to bear h tribute 
to her sterling worth and deep devotion to the Master, whose 


THE COMING YEAR. 


Now let us turn to the work of the coming year. There 
are several things that I wish I might be able to stress as most 
important. 

First, is prayer. Its importance is so readily recognized 
by all of us that I fear sometimes we take it too much for 
granted and do not lay plans with sufficient carefulness to give 
it its proper place in all our work. Our best efforts are useless 
without divine help, and none of our work should be under- 
taken without definitely calling upon Him who has all power and 
authority in heaven and on earth. 

Secondly, faithfulness of each one in her part of the work 
is necessary to the highest success. Even though the work 
may seem unimportant, it is not so, and in the end, we are to 
be judged not by our ability nor by our gifts, but by our faith- 
fulness. 

Thirdly, | would emphasize the importance of the Standard 
of Efficiency. It is a specific and definite guide in thé work of 
the Congregational Society, and if we diligently seek to attain 
every point we will find our work well rounded and complete. 
would like to suggest that it would be of great benefit to have 
a suitable copy of the Standard hung in a conspicuous place at 
every meeting so that it may be kept fresh in the minds of all 
and in order that they may know what we are definitely striv- 
ing to accomplish. 

In the next place our splendid magazine, Lutheran Woman's 
work, cannot be overemphasized. Not only should we strive 
with all our power to increase its circulation, but we should 
also emphasize the importance of reading it thoroughly. It 
has the information that we need along all lines, and we cannot 
be up-to-date, intelligent and efficient workers without the faith- 
ful reading of our magazine. 

The regular channels of giving have lost none of their im- 
portance. Here, too, regularity and diligence are of the utmost 
importance. Let us give with appreciation of what God has 
given to us. The 10 cents per month per member dues, 10 cents 
annually for the Synodical work, and 5 cents annually for the 
expenses of the delegate to the general convention—these are 
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the minimum, but there is plenty of room for real giving and 
self-denying expansion in the thank offering and the Christmas 
offering. 

Finally, we come to two items, one new and the other of 
unusual importance. 

The new matter to engage our attention at this conven- 
tion is the matter of constitutions for Synodical, Congregational 
and other societies ‘which have been carefully prepared by com- 
mittees of the General Executive Board, and are before us at 
this convention for our endorsement. They are not yet in print 
and cannot be until endorsed by all Synodical societies. The 
President has appointed a committee to examine these constt- 
tutions, and they will report at the proper time. 

The other matter of special importance for the coming year 
is the extension of organization. This is the thing of the most 
importance at this time. Our slogan for the coming year should 
be “Missionary organizations in every congregation of the Ne- 
braska Synod.” With a new constitution and the consciousness 
of united work throughout the length and breadth of our land, 
let us all be alert for opportunities to organize societies where 
there are none. The officers are dependent on you for each 
particular neighborhood to seek out an opening for new work, 
and let us know wherever there is a possibility for organization. 

Allow me to submit the following recommendations: 


1. That, according to the accion of the General Executive 
Board at their September meeting, the first week of Lent be 
observed as a week of prayer and self<denial for missions. 

2. That the Standard of Efficiency be our guide in the 
practical work of the Congregational Society. 

3. That the magazine be carefully read, and every effort 
made to increase its circulation. 

4. That the regular channels of giving be looked after 
with diligent care and in accordance with the request of the 
General Executive Board, the Thank Offering and Christmas 
Offering be made just as generous as possible. 

5. That the constitutions for the various societies, as pre 
pared for us by the General Board, be endorsed at this con- 
vention. 

6. That extension of organization in the churches of our 
synod be given especial care and effort during this coming year. 

7. That, in accordance with the request of the General 
Executive Board, this convention take action in regard to the 
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appointment of a Student Secretary and a Secretary on Deacon- 
ess Work.

REPORT OF MISSION STUDY SECRETARY. 

Your Secretary is glad to report an increase, though small, 
in the number of Mission Study classes for this year. Last 
year there were thirteen classes in the Synod This year we 
have sixteen. Of these sixteen, eleven were conducted by 
women's societies and five by young people. But, here is the 
good part of the report, of these classes eight are new classes 
and eight are what I have termed “stickers.” We are sorry to 
lose the five classes that were conducted last year, but heartily 
- congratulate the new classes and hope that next year we may 
number them among the “stickers.” 

The new classes are as follows: Woman's Societies—Beat- 
rice, Hooper, Tekamah and two at Emerson and Stella. Young 
Ladies’ Societies—Emerson and West Point. The old classes 
are: Women's Societies——-Wolbach, Kountze Memorial, Wilber, 
North Platte and South Auburn. Young Ladies’ Societies— 
Kountze Memorial Young Ladies, Kountze Memorial, Pax Vobis- 
cum, North Platte. 

I know all the societies who conducted classes feel amply 
repaid for all the extra work or time they may have spent. One 
of our women who went to New York this summer came back 
more enthusiastic than ever about Mission Study classes. She 
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said: “I met some missionaries on the train from Japan and. 
I was never so thankful in my life that I attended that Mission 
Study class during Lent, as now | could talk intelligently with 
these people.” Another asked me not long ago, “Are we going 
to have another Mission Study class this Lent? I like those 
classes.” I wish all the ladies in the Nebraska Synod could 
zet so enthused over our Mission Study classes. 


This year I have sent out two circular letters, one in Feb- 
ruary to all thirty-nine societies, and one in April to all those 
societies which had not responded favorably the first time. 
To these letters I received twenty-three replies. This is a very 
great improvement over last year, but it could be much better. 
Almost half of the societies DID NOT ANSWER the Secretary’s 
letters. Please, ladies, do you think this is courteous or fair’ 
The Secretary must make up her report from the replies re- 
ceived and from.last year’s minutes. If any of the societies 
had classes which they failed to report, lack of credit rests 
upon the individual society and not the mission study secretary. 

Now, just a word about the text book for the Mission Study 
classes for the coming year. Last year we studied a foreign 
mission book. This year we have a home mission book, a won- 
derful book entitled “Christian Americanization.” All the 
woman's clubs over the land are going to make “Americaniza- 
tion” their study this year. If we want to be up-to-date women 
we must study this too. There is no better place than in a 
Mission Study class to take part in an intelligent study of this 
subject. The magazines are full of the subject. You can hardly 
pick up one now days unless you see an article which treats 
of some phase of Americanization. With the material at hand 
every society ought to have a “rousing, good” Mission Study 
class this year. Let's see if we can. Let's make our goal 39 
Mission Study Classes on Christian Americanization.”

A most stirring report of the Fortieth Anniversary 
Convention was given by Mrs. C. H. Lewis of Emerson. 

The delegate to the Fortieth Anniversary Conven- 
tion presents a few facts from her report: 


REPORT OF THE DELEGATE TO THE FORTIETH 
CONVENTION. 


The General Missionary Society was organized in Canton, 
Ohio, in 1879 with Mrs. J. H. W. Stuckenberg as President. 

A synodical society, however, had been organized in Iowa 
with Mrs. Laura B. Snyder (later a member of the Nebraska 
Synod) as President. 

The missionary work of the women was both Home and 
Foreign from the beginning. The first home mission work was 
the payment of $500.00 toward the support of a traveling mis- 
sionary in Nebraska. The first home mission Church established 
was at Freeport, III. Now there are 52 mission churches that 
have been established by the Women's Missionary Society. The 
first foreign work was the sending of Miss Kate Boggs (later 
Mrs. Shaffer) to India, and a little later Dr. Kugler, the greatest 
woman medical missionary in all India, was sent by the woman's 
society. The next work taken up was the sending of Miss Au- 
gusta Shaffer (now Mrs. Dr. A. Bohlman) to Africa. 

The work in both the Home and Foreign fields has had a 
steady growth in workers and buildings. 

Forty years from the date of organization the society met in 
Canton, Ohio, again to celebrate the anniversary and for the open- 
ing of the fortieth anniversary chest. Miss Gaumer, the corres- 
ponding secretary, reported a membership in all departments of 
our Missionary Society of 45,171, classified as follows: In wom- 
en’s societies, 28,204; in young people’s organizations, 6,770; in 
mission bands, 10,197; in cradle rolls, 3,816; life members, 3,742; 
home department, 1,659, and memorial, 616. The Treasurer re- 
ported a total contribution for the last biennium. of $241,116.06. 
The total contributions during the forty years was $1,539,907.72. 
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Mrs. L. K. Sanford, our new Life and In Memorium Secretary, 
gave the new rulings in this department which were, briefly: 
Any woman who has been a life member or memorial member 
continues to be the sare in the United Church. These life mem- 
bers are entitled to a pin costing sixty cents. No pictures except 
children under 15 can be published in the magazine. In addition 
to the $10.00 fee a charge of three dollars is made for the cut, 
but the parents are entitled to the cut and one dozen post card 
pictures made from the same. Twenty-five dollars is the fee for 
a memorial membership but pictures of any may be printed. 
A life member may be made a memorial member by the addition 
of $15.00. All fees to be sent to the Synodical Treasurer but the 
photo and the three dollars are to be sent to Mrs. Sanford, Lan- 
caster, Pa. 


Mrs. Kretching, circulation manager of Lutheran Woman's 
Work, stated that there were nearly 30,000 subscriptions to our 
splendid magazine. Miss Laura Wade Rice, editor of Lutheran 
Boys and Girls, reported a circulation of 23,000 each week. Mrs. 
S. T. Himes, Thank Offering Secretary, reported that there was 
received $57,024.97 during the past biennium. The special con- 
tribution asked of the children of the mission bands for the 
African Church was $600.00. The amount contributed was $1, 
016.87. The Allen society will be placed upon the honor roll, they 
having contributed $10.00 or more. There was a resolution that 
the next new buildings to be erected in India and Africa should 
be in honor of Mrs. E. D. Miller, general treasurer for so many 
3 Morris, corresponding secretary for so 

Some of the special features were the review of the forty 
years’ work in the various mission fields: Forty years of Home 
Mission work by Mrs. A. V. Hunter, forty years’ work in Africa 
by Miss Bertha Koenig, forty years’ work in India by Dr. Anna 
8. Kugler. The convention was honored by having twelve mis- 
sionaries present. The names of nineteen African missionaries 
were placed in the anniversary chest. 

Tuesday might have been called the Anniversary Day. The 
roll of 116 delegates of 40 years ago and six responded and took 
their places upon the platform, and six responded dy letter. 
There were four daughters of former delegates present. Tuesday 
evening the climax of the anniversary, a pageant, “Side Lights 
of Forty Years,” was presented by the young people of the Cen- 
tral Church. At the close of the pageant the Fortieth Anniver- 
sary Chest was opened by the F. A. F. committee. All names 
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that were placed in the chest were read and the total amount 
contributed was announced—$54,460.10. On Wednesday morning 
the convention voted to make the following appropriations from 
the Chest Fund in addition to what had been appropriated already 
by the Executive Committee: $10,000.00 to the Ridgeway church 
of Springfield, Ohio, in memory of Mrs. 8. F. Breckenridge; $5,- 
000.00 for the equipment of interior stations in connection with 
Wuhlenberg mission in Africa, and $5,000.00 for buildings in 
India. 
Forty years of labor and love for the Master! How He has 
blessed them. Now as we look forward to forty years in the 
_future in our new organization, strong in numbers, well equipped 
organization and talent, we realize that He who said, “Go ye 
into all the world and make deciples of every nation” is leading 
us on as before. Have we the vision large enough and faith suf- 
ficient to dare to anticipate what shall be accomplished? We do 
know, however, that now as then and as centuries ago we can 
say: “The Lord thy God hath blessed thee on all the work of thy 
hands—these forty years the Lord thy God hath been with thee.” 


The Mission Study banquet was served by Mrs. C. 
Franklin Koch, Mission Study Secretary. The banquet 
was happily interrupted by the bringing in and introduc- 
ing of Rachael, the one-year-old daughter of Rev. and 
Mrs. Shirck, she being made a life member when six 
weeks old, thus continuing the family one hundred per 
cent. 

The badges of recognition were presented at this 
time. 

Miss Welty gave a very interesting talk on India.

To the Ladies of the Convention, Faithful Workers in Christ: 

A prolonged illness has prevented me from fulfilling the 
promise | made to you when you entrusted nine Young Ladies’ 
Societies into my care and keeping. I have not been instru- 
mental in the organization of any new Society, but with some lit- 
tle struggle I have managed to send out fourteen letters, eight 


cards and some missionary material. 


We now have in our Synod six working Societies with five 
of them reporting a total active membership of 108, an honorary 
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list of 27, a life roll of 2, and memorial roll of 2. In these five 
societies subscriptions to the Lutheran Woman's Work number 
45. Special offerings during the year have contributed a total 
of $215.75, while the F. A. Fund was enlarged by $80.45 through 
the earnest efforts of the young ladies. 


Workers together in Christ, we have work to do this year to 
come. Ours is a broader field and a bigger task since the merging 
of our three missionary bodies into one. And we need more 
workers! Oh, it is not commendable that our report should show 
a decrease in our ranks; we need to push organization, and an 
increase in membership; we need to adopt this slogan, “A Young 
People’s Society in Every Congregation” where it is at all pos- 
sible, and every available young lady a member of such a society. 

We need to pray and work for more pray-ers and workers. 
The children of today are the citizens of tomorrow; in like man- 
ner, our present young ladies’ societies are the coming Women's 
Societies. We need, also, to stress mission study, to urge a 
deeper interest in our text book study, for unless we are awake 
and alive to the needs existing, how can we hope to meet them? 
Along this line may I add that to really be well informed con- 
cerning our missionary activities one must read the official organ 
of the Society, The Woman's Work. 

Finally let me urge a general faithfulness and diligence on 
the part of all in all of our work, which is the Master's Work.

Rev. A. A. Marohn followed 
with a very interesting address on the subject of Pas- 
toral Calling and Brotherhood Work.“ 

Rev. R. M. Badger, Rev. John Hershey and Mr. 
Henry Pederson were appointed committee of three by 
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the chair to draw resolutions to be submitted and read 


at one o’clock P. M. of October 6th, 1920. 

General discussion discontinued. : 

Election of officers for the state organizations fol- 
lowed. M. G. Leamer was re-elected President by unan- 
imous vote. W. E. Tilberg of Fremont, Nebraska, Pres- 
ident of the Fremont Lutheran Brotherhood, was unani- 
mously elected Vice President. J. E. Sebastian of North 
Platte, Nebraska, was elected Secretary-Treasurer by 
unanimous vote. Rev. C. H. Lewis and Rev. C. F. 
Koch, pastors of the Lutheran Synod, were elected to 
be members of the executive committee, consisting of 
five in number, which committee is to be the executive 
committee of the First Evangelical Lutheran Brother- 
hood of Nebraska, the officers of said Brotherhood to be 
members of the Executive Committee. 

There followed a very interesting address by Dr. 
J. F. Krueger and it was moved and seconded that the 
executive committee of the First Evangelical Lutheran 
Brotherhood co-operate with Dr. Krueger and the Sem- 
inary Faculty regarding the place of the 1921 Spring 
meeting to be held. 

Nothing further coming before the meeting, the

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Fathers and Brethren of the Synod of Nebraska: 

Grace, Mercy, and Peace, from God the Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit, be with you all. 

In accordance with the all-wise Providence of the Heavenly 
Father, we are permitted to assemble today in the Forty-eighth 
Annual Convention of our Synod. 

The past year has been one of unusual activity, particularly 
along beneficent lines. We have noted with gratification the 
substantial progress of our Midland College in its new home in 
Nebraska. The unrest so manifest in the world is naturally re- 
flected in the number of pastoral changes to be noted, with oth. 


ers in prospect. These are times that try men's sculs not only | 


in the affairs of the world, but also in the life of the Church. 

The period of readjustment through which the world is pass- 
ing has not left the Church unaffected, but we acknowledge 
with sincere gratitude that our beloved Church in this country 
has not only weathered the storm, but was able to report in- 
crease in material membership while other Christian bodies, not 
so fortunate, had serious losses. There is no occasion for boast- 
ing, but abundant need for self-examination and prayer so that 
we may know why our increases were not larger than they were. 

In harmony, with established custom, I herewith submit to 
you a review of the work of the past year, as it pertains not only 
to individual pastors and congregations, but to the Church at 
large.

Grand Island and Rising City were supplied for several 
months by Rev. L. M. Kuhns. 


Vacancies. 

In spite of efforts to procure regular pastors, the following 
fields are at present vacant: Eagle, Elmwood, Hampton, Homer, 
Hubbard, McCool Junction, Pawnee City, Sidney-Gurley, Stam- 
ford. 

Stamford has called Rev. Saeger, and when he arrives on 
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field, Potter will become vacant. McCool Junction has thus fat 
resisted efforts to supply them with regular services. Eagle 
and Elmwood should be formed into a single pastorate and a 
Pastor secured, if possible. Hampton is at present negotiating 
for a regular Pastor. Homer-Hubbard has thus far not mani- 
fested readiness to resume regular services. | 

Hampton has at present called a Pastor, but we have not 
heard whether person called will accept. 


Deaths, Etc. 
Once more death has entered our ranks and removed from 


us an esteemed and beloved brother, the Rev. Leonard Groh, 


D. D., who entered into his eternal rest October 24, 1919. The 


services were held in St. Mark's Church, Omaha, the Lutheran 


Pastors of Omaha officiating. The Necrology, Committee will 
make a full report on this at the proper time. 
Appointments. 

In accordance with instructions of Synod, I appointed as a 
special Fall City, Hospital Committee, the Revs. W. L. Bright, 
George Dorn, M. E. Bollinger, and Dr. J. H. Miller. Owing to 
cireumstances beyond their control very few of the committee 
could meet at the time the Falls City Hospital Association held 
its meeting. Report on this will be considered later. 

In response to request of Inner Mission Board of the United 
Latheran Church, I appointed as Synodical Inner Mission Com- 
mittee, the Revs. Geo. W. Livers, W. L. Bright, John Hershey, K. 
de Freese, C. F. Koch. 

On March 31, I appointed Rev. C. B. Harman as Fraternal 
Delegato to the Nebraska Conference of the Augustana Synod. 

On May 5, I appointed Rev. W. I. Guss to accompany Rev. 
W. T. Kahse on special mission of investigation and adjustment 
on Sidney and other Mission Fields in Western Nebraska. 

After the special meeting Synod, I appointed as a special 
Committee on Constitution, the Revs. W. F. Rangeler, D. D., 
W. I. Guss, C. B. Harman, D. D., W. L. Bright, O. W. Ebright, 
who will report at the proper time. 

In September I appointed Dr. C. B. Harman to represent 


the President at a congregational meeting of the Grace Church, 
Omaha. 


Beneficence Campaigns. 
A number of Churches co-operated in the general United 
Lutheran Church Benevolence Campaign in November, but, ow- 
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ing partly to the fact that about half of the Churches have al- 
ready held their Every Member Canvass in September and Oc- 
tober, and the fact that almost impassable roads in the rural 
districts in November hindered the work, this campaign was 
not the success hoped for in Nebraska Synod. 

There was a rather general response by al! the Churches in 
the appeal for clothing for Polish relief work, but we do not. 
have the figures as to Nebraska's total contribution for this 
purpose. 

The Lutheran World Service Appeal found a ready response 
in many of our congregations. Up to date 48 out of 54 congrega- 
tions in our Synod have reported a total of over $7,800. The 
total for Nebraska thus far shows that 226 out of 313 congrega- 
tions in all the Synods contributed about $50,000. Our quota 
was $46,000. Nebraska, therefore, had a comfortable excess on 
the assigned quota, and was one of the very first of the large 
states to report quota met. : 

The United Lutheran Church Executive Committee have 
again set the month of November as the time for the general 
Every Member Canvass, and they urge the complete co-operation 
of all who have not already made this canvass this fall. 

The Executive Committee of the United Lutheran Church re- 
quests that inasmuch as this Synod will not meet until nearly 
a year after the United Lutheran Church Convention that this 
Synod confer upon the Executive Committee of this Synod the 
authority to approve and adopt the budget of the United Luthe- 
ran Church has adopted this month, which budget will not be to 
exceed 20 per cent more than that of the present biennium. 


Conference of Synodical Presidents. 


A Conference of Presidents of the various constituent Synods 
of the United Lutheran Church, called by Dr. F. H. Knubel, Pres- 
ident of the United Lutheran Church, was held in Harrisburg, 
Penna., February 3-5, 1920. 

Your President had the privilege to attend this conference, the 
purpose of which was to confer on such matters as pertained 
to the relationships of the Synods to the United Lutheran Church 
and to each other, together with a plan of unifying methods of 
work in the various Synods; at the same time to develop a sense 
of solidarity as a United Lutheran Church and a spirit of co- 
operation. 

The program contained such general themes as: The Sphere 
and Responsibilities of Synods, Lutheran Relationships, The 
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Synod and the Congregations, The Meeting of Synod, etc. The 
remarkable thing was the fine spirit of agreement in great es- 
sentials, so that the meetings were discussions rather than argu- 
ments. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted: Re- 
solved, That it is the sense of this meeting that such a confer- 
ence of Presidents is essential to the welfare and progress of the 
United Lutheran Church, and that we recommend the perpetua- 
tion of it to our various Synods and ask that the U. L. C. sanction 
the same. We refer this matter to the Synod for its considera- 
tion. 

Another Conference of Synodical Presidents was held in 
Chicago under the direction of the National Lutheran Council 
in conjunction with a conference of State Chairmen, who were 
to have charge of the Lutheran World Service Appeal. This 
Conference developed such a spirit of enthusiatic co-operation 
among the various parts of the Church co-operating with the 
National Lutheran Council that the measure of success which 
attended the Campaign is traceable in large measure to this 
unity of determination to have it succeed. 


Pastors’ Salaries and Honor Roll. 

In accordance with the recommendation of Synod that the 
minimum salary in this Synod be $1,500 and parsonage, and real- 
izing the need in many instances for immediate action, we ad- 
dressed communications to every member of every Church 
Council in the Synod requesting their attention to this matter. 
We know of some definite results from this attempt. Later this 
year we addressed another communication to these same Coun- 
cilmen sending them copy of blank questionnaire sent to Pas- 
tors for some information data. Additional results were noted 
this time. The congregations which meet the minimum as set 
by Synod or exceed that minimum are Allen, Dakota City, Emer- 
son, Nebraska City, North Platte, Omaha-Kountze Memorial, 
Omaha-St. Mark’s, Omaha-Grace, Omaha-Church of Our Redeem- 
er, Paxton, Wayne, West Point, Wilbur, York. 

The congregations which have granted increases of salary, 
together with per cent of increase are as follows: Beatrice, & 
per cent; Dakota City, 25 per cent: Emerson, 14 per cent; Har- 
dy, 8 per cent; Hooper, 25 per cent; Nebraska City, 25 per cent: 
North Platte, 50 per cent; Omaha-Kountze Memorial, 30 per 
cent; Omaha-St. Mark’s, 12 per cent; Benson, 14 per cent: Oma- 
ha-Church of Our Redeemer, 14 per cent: Paxton-Sutherland, 25 
per cent; Rising City, 25 per cent; Davenport, 20 per cent; 
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West Point, 12 per cent; Wilber, 25 per cent; Wolbach, 25 per 
cent; Ponca, 30 per cent. | 

Two congregations report the inadequate salary, of $1,000 in 
these days of excessive high prices. Nineteen congregations are 
still below the Synod minimum, and 12 barely meet the U. L. C. 
minimum or are under this minimum of $1,500 and parsonage. 
Eliminating two of the large congregations from the accounting, 
the average is a little more than $1,500 for this Synod; includ- 
ing these two the average rises to $1,700. 

Those who use cars in their pastoral work report that it 
costs from $100 to $350 a year for strictly pastoral duty, which, 
in effect, means that the net salary of the Pastor in that congre- 
gation is reduced by that amount. 


Parish Progress, improvements, Etc. 

Allen.—Church and parsonage interiors painted at a cost 
of $600. 

Beatrice.—Over $500 was paid on he parsonage debt, mak- 
ing property debt-free. | 

Benedict.— For remodeling parsonage and installing furnace, 
$500 was expended. | 

Davenport.—Remodeling of heating system, costing $165. 

Emerson.—Remodeling of heating plant, interior decorating 
in parsonage, new electric fixtures in parsonage, cost of $1,800. 

Hampton.—Purchased Church building at a cost of $1,200. 

Hardy.-St. Paul’s—Remodeling of basement and furnace 
room, $800. 

Jewell—New foundation for Church, remodeling of basement, 
etc., $500. 

Hooper.—Cancelled over $3,100 Church indebtedness, making 
the property free of debt. 

Lincoln.—Hard wood floor in auditorium, velvet carpet for 
aisles and choir and altar platforms with other repairs, totaling 
$700. House has been contracted for and will be moved to par- 
sonage lot to be used as a parsonage. 

McCool Junction.—Laid 150 feet of new cement walks, cost- 
ing $130. 

Nebraska City.— Purchased a new piano, purchased new 
hymnals, placed a new furnace in parsonage, with other minor 
improvements, costing over $500. 

North Platte Dedicated a beautiful new Church building 
with cost of same all pledged: $40,000 paid on this new build- 
ing, and balance of $30,000 all arranged for. 
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Omaha-St. Marks.—Paid the remaining debt, $300, on the 
Church. : 

Omaha-Benson.—Painted Church, rebuilt front entrance and 
steps, made connection with sewer, purchased brass cross for 
altar, all at cost of over $550. N 

Omaha Church of Our Redeemer.—Pald $1,800 on Church 
debt, and installed gas-steam radiators at cost of $115. 

Omaha-St. Luke’s.—Basement of Church remodeled at cost 


ot $850, roof and spouting repaired. Parsonage contracted for 


at price of $5,500. 

Ponca.— This charge has certainly taken on new life. New 
altar and pulpit of solid oak, a marble Baptismal font and a piano 
have been purchased during the past year. A new garage has 
been bufit for the pastor’s use at a cost of $175. Pastor's salary 
has been increased $500 per annum. Congregati.a raised $3,000 
to pay on new parsonage. . 

Potter.—A new garage built, which would cost over $500, and 
new altar and pulpit placed. 

Sidney.—Paid about $700 on Ckurch debt. 

Stella.—Minor repairs on parsonage and new equipment for 
Sunday School, totaling about $50. 

Paxton.—Paid $150 on Church debt. 

Tekamah.—Parsonage was remodeled and modernized, and 
heater in Church was repaired, total cost over $2,500. 

Verdon.— New generator for light plant purchased and par- 
sonage exterior painted and interior refinished, costing about 
$200. 
Walton.—-Four-room parsonage purchased and fitted up for 
new pastor, at a cost of nearly. $1,100. 

West Point—Parsonage repaired and redecorated and com- 
bination coal and oil range installed, all costing $700, in addition 


to paying $400 on Church debt. 


Three new congregations come to us with applications for 
admission to this Synod. One is the former German Nebraska 
congregation at Verdon, another is the former German Nebraska 
congregation at Fremont. Both of these at first severed their 
connection with the former Synod and then made motion to unite 
with ours. The third congregation is the newly organized Mis- 
sion at South Sioux. After preliminary investigation of this 
field by Revs. Marohn and Guss and the President of Synod, it 
was decided to begin work there. Detailed report of this will 
be made by the Home Mission Committee. 
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Matters of General interest. 


In June, of this year, a cloudburst in the vicinity of Homer, 
Nebraska, resulted in a flood which resulted in considerable 
damage to property in that town, and our Church and parsonage 
had four feet of water in them, the Church being moved about 
a foot and the parsonage about 20 feet from their foundations. 
The piano was ruined, and the pews and other furniture badly 
damaged. Both Church and parsonage have been replaced on 
their foundations at a cost of about $1,000. 


Office and Field Work. 


We regret that the demands of our local parish have made 
it impracticable, many times, to be in some of the pastorates at 
critical times for conference and counsel] with the officers and 
others. 

We have had opportunity, during the year, to be at Stam- 
ford, Hendley, Bruning, Davenport, Eagle, Elmwood, Falls City, 
Ponca, Homer, South Sioux, Omaha, McCool Junction, York, 
Grand Island, in the interests of tne Synod. There were re- 
quests from at least a dozen other points, but where it was 
impossible for me to go at the time requested. 

During the year we have traveled 6,500 miles in an official 
capacity, and have written about 600 personal letters, besides 
about 1,500 circular communications. 

And yet, in spite of all this, we realize that we have neces- 
sarily had to leave much undone which should have been done. 
It forces the conclusion that, in view of the added duties which 
are to be asked of the Presidents of the various Constituent 
Synods by the United Lutheran Church the time is near at hand 
when some radical changes must be made in the interest of ad- 
ministrative efficiency. It is manifestly unfair for Synod to 
ask a busy Pastor to undertake such additional responsibilities 
as call for time, thought, planning, energy, in the conduct of the 
work of this office, and as a result both the work of Synod and 
the work of the local parish of that Pastor must suffer, some- 
times irretrievably. And, as we see it, ye work for future Pres- 
idents will not be any lighter, if they are to consider the work 
seriously. The only thing that has made possible what has 
been accomplished has been a kindly spirit of patience and for- 
bearance on the part of the local parish, together wtih a kindly 
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spirit of co-operation on the part of many of the brethren of 
the Synod in graciously responding to requests for assistance at 
stated times. 


Recommendations. 

1. That the names of the Secretaries and Treasurers of the 
Churches be printed in our minutes. 

2. That the Treasurer of Synod be instructed to send out 
monthly or quarterly remittance blanks to all Church Treasurers 
with the request to use same in remittance, same to be sent 
out at least 10 days before the end of the month or the quarter. 

3. That retiring Pastors, officers of congregations, and any 
others shall not make arrangements for the supplying of vacant 
congregations, nor for the calling of a Pastor without first con- 
sulting the President of Synod. 

4. That, in view of the increased expense attendant upon 
the coming Convention of the United Lutheran Church, there 
being no free entertainment of any kind, that provisions be made 
by, this Synod for proper allowances on the expenses of delegates 
to the convention in the matter of room and board. 

5. That this Synod approve of the perpetuation of the plan 
ot a Conference of Synodical Presidents to meet annually at the 
call of the President of the United Lutheran Church. 

6. That authority be granted to the Executive Committee 
of this Synod to approve and adopt the budget of the United 
Lutheran Church as adopted at the coming convention, and be 
given power to act with regard to apportionment which may be 
laid upon the Synod of Nebraska by the United Lutheran Church. 

7. That this Synod approve of the Beneficence Campaign to 
be held Thanksgiving Week, in so far as it may be adapted to 
needs of congregations.in this Synod. 

8. That the President, Secretary, and Treasurer of Synod 
act as a permanent Claims Committee in the interim of Synod. 

9. That we urge every Pastor to utilize every agency where- 
by THE LUTHERAN may be subscribed for and read by every 
family in our respective congregations. 

10. That zealous effort be made to have those congrega- 
tions still below the minimum salary for Pastors make provi- 
sion at early date so that all the congregations may meet this 
none too high standard. 

11. That, in view of the largely increased enrollment at 
Midland College during the past year, together with Increased 
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effiency, that we make a special effort in our congregations 
to turn the attention of our youth to the advantages of this 
Christian educational center. 

And now, with gratitude to the Heavenly Father that he has 
manifested His favor to the work of the Synod, and conscious of 
the mistakes of the past, with sincere thanks to those brethren 
of the Synod, whose gracious co-operation have made the work 
a little easier, I now return to you the office so kindly entrusted 
to me the past year, bespeaking for my successor your cordial 
and whole-hearted co-operation in the work of the coming year.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE 
CHURCH. 

It becomes the duty of your Committee to condense the 
thirty-one reports from as many Pastors, which are supposed to 
convey to this body the material and spiritual condition of the 
congregations which make up the Synod. Despite the evidence 
of discouragement in certain quarters, the — tone of the 
reports indicate progress. 
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There is a faithfulness on the part of Pastors to the ad- 
ministration of the Sacraments of Baptism and the Lord’s Sup- 
per, as well as Catechetical instruction, with a degree of loyalty 
on the part of members and parents. Diligence on the part of 
Pastors is commendable and bears fruit. 


The lack of definite knowledge in regard to the establish- 
ment of family altars within the homes of the Church results 
in an indefinite answer to this question. One answer is sug- 
gestive to the Committee and is as follows: To our observa. 
tion no student for the Gospel Ministry ever comes from a home 
where there is no family altar.” 


With four exceptions we do not find regular mid-week prayer 
meetings conducted—and these are poorly attended. Special 
effort is made during Lent and especiaNy Holy Week to bring 
to the congregations the seasonal blessings. The Societies of 
young people are reported as most helpful as well as the Broth- 
erhoods where such are existent. Missionary Societies deepen 
the spiritual life and enlarge the outward vision for those con- 
gregations having such. Pastors are recognizing the great sig- 
nificance of the Sunday School and the need of having it up-to- 
date. Our Lutheran Literature is very widely used in the Sun- 
day Schools, but a variety or reports as to subscribers to the 
Lutheran and its benefits causes speculation. 


The bi-pocket envelope for weekly contributions is coming 
into more general use, and in every instance is helping the 
Church finances. It is also helping to develop the spirit of 
benevolence and increasing the gifts along that line. The old 
arbitrary system of apportionment must be overcome and this, in 
part, seems to be the solution. 


The primary duty of Church attendance is of more than 
passing importance. Where there is an honest effort and faith- 
fulness to pastoral duties, there is no complaint as to the morn- 
ing attendance. The general use of the auto causes the attend- 
ance to fluctuate according to road and weather conditions and 
the noticeable number of inclement Sundays during the Easter 
season just passed has made a marked effect in many reports. 
There is no inclination indicated by those who have small eve- 
ning attendance to abandon this service and concentrate all 
energy upon the morning. hour. 

In general we see much in these reports to encourage. The 
discouragements and difficulties are but a challenge to greater 


achievement. We are humbled by the failures, but encouraged 
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by the divine call to duty, and the knowledge that a sacred trust 
is reposed in us. “We look unto the hills from whence cometh 
our help,” and under the Father's inspiration and guidance we 
press on to the sowing of another year, leaving the harvest to 
Him who sends the sunshine and rain, to whom the spiritual 
garner alone remains.

LENCES. 


During the year the Committee has distributed the literature 
furnished by the Laymen’s Missionary movement for the 
Churches, for the furthering of the benevolent operations of the 
Church at large. 


The movement of the Laymen has been variously received 
by the Pastors and thereby the congregation. Some have paid 
little attention to the move. There have been about twenty-six 
congregations which responded. Little worth was given to the 
matter of the simultaneous effort throughout the Synod, even 
when the weather did permit it. The November weather was 
bad for the work last fall, it is very true, and the heads of the 
Lay nen's movement have thought to have the canvass earlier, 
and some were not ready at the specified time. The move came 
after most of the arrangements by the brethren had been made, 
and that interferred with the smooth going of the Laymen's 
drive. 


The Chairman visited several of the congregations in No- 
vember in behalf of the Laymen's Misisonary meeting. 


The central office of the movement has in mind for Ne- 
braska an earlier date for the simultaneous canvass because of 
weather conditions. It could not be arranged for this year. 

We recommend that inasmuch as the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement is to be a permanent fixture that the congregations 
try as much as possible to fall in line with their program.

EXHIBIT k. 
REPORT OF TRUSTEES TO TABITHA HOME. 


Brethren: 

Tabitha Home has sheltered ninety-two the past year. At 
present there are eighty-one in the Home. Thirty-eight are 
children and forty-three are aged and helpless. Among these 
forty-three, four are blind, one deaf and dumb, four helpless and 
several others in need of much care on account of their infirmity. 
Every room and every bed is occupied. Seven aged have gone 
home to Glory, but immediately their places were taken by those 
from the long waiting list. Again we say that the great need 
of Tabitha is a separate building for the children. Will you not 
help us soon to make this possible? 

Only a few of the aged are able to do any work. One old 
man helps with the live stock, two in the garden, one collects 
provisions from our Churches over the state. Another helps 
Sister Eva with the helpless men. And some of the women do 
sewing, mending, rug making, and preparing vegetables. Two 
of the blind men have learned broom making in the State School 
for the Blind, and are busy in the shed turning out excellent 
brooms at the rate of several dozen a week. Ladies’ Aids and 
Business Men of Church may help by ordering their brooms from 
Tabitha. 

The repairs and improvements that had to be made were of 
necessity higher this year than that of any year. A smoke stack 
cost $600.00. Expense for the heating plant was in the neigh. 
borhood of $1,100.00. The old well giving out, a new one had 
to be drilled and equipment provided for same in case of fire 
brought another debt of $2,000.00 which you may help to wipe 
out by sending to Superintendent Walter any loving gift in the 
Master's name for that purpose. God has ever been with Tabi. 
tha. All debts resting upon the Home have been paid this past 
year. Through certain bequests this was made possible. “We 
Praise Thee, O God.” ; 

We come asking not only that a way be suggested and 
made possible whereby a new building may be provided. To 
house adequately, this household of 95 to 100 people, but also 
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we ask that the support from Nebraska Synod be continued for 
this new year, as satisfactory plans have not yet been fully ar- 
ranged by the United Lutheran Church. You have helped to 
care for the aged and helpless and orphaned at Tabitha to the 
extent of $917.80, as the Treasurer's books show. Tabitha Home 
is indeed grateful for this evidence that you love to care for 
Christ's “Little Ones.” If it be possible, let your gifts of love 
and sacrifice be even greater this year. 

The loving service of the Sisters and their consecrated helpers 
deserve our highest support. The Superintendent, Rev. Ernest 
Walter, has been faithful and untiring even amid burdens, sick- 
ness and sorrow. His only, son, Theodore, was taken Home by 
the great Father of us all, and Theodore’s father rises from this 
sorrow to do even more for the helpless because he takes Jesus 
at His word. “Blest be the tie that binds our hearts in Chris- 
tian love.”

They accordingly, agreed that they 
would not object to the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska 
establishing an English congregation, requesting only that it 
should not be placed in the immediate vicinity of their Church 

With regard to the Wisner situation they reported that a 
new German Nebraska Synod Pastor had recently taken charge 
of the Church at that place and that he was introducing English 
services; that he had an English Sunday School and that they 
believed it would only be fair to let him have a chance at caring 
for the English work in Wisner. The proposal seemed fair and 
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was accepted. Your committee, however, reserved the privilege 
of reopening this question whenever its three members deemed 
it advisable to do so.

our Pastors have realized the latent power that lies in this 
mighty agent, The Young People’s Society. The thought of it 
fills us with wonder and awe. When we look into the future 
with this thought in mind it opens up a vista so far reaching, an 
avenue so crossed and intersected with branching paths to end- 
less fields of Christian activity, that imagination cannot follow. 
‘Let us imagine the effect on the Church when all these trained 
workers assume the full responsibility of mature manhood and 
womanhood, when the young people of the Church become mem- 
bers of our Church Councils and our Missionary Societies. Our 
Churches are destined to grow in numbers and efficiency as these 
trained workers will take their places in the higher offices of 
the Church. 


Activity. 

At the request of the President of Synod a circular letter was 
mailed to all Young People’s Societies asking them to aid in the 
World Service Campaign of the National Lutheran Council. Lit 
erature was sent to all Churches that have no Young People’s 
Society, urging them to organize one. We are grateful to re- 
port seven new societies and a total increase in membership 
of 203. 


Recommendations. 

First: That Synod authorize a card index file so that this 
office may have a permanent record of all societies. 

Second: In view of the fact that the Luther League will 
probably become the officially recognized Young People’s Society 
of the United Lutheran Church in America, that recognition be 
given to this office by the State League of Nebraska.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND 
COLLEGE. 


The Board of Trustees of Midland College met fh annual _ 


session on Tuesday, June 2, 1920, in Fremont, Neb. All six of 
the Board from the Nebraska Synod were present. All the 
Synods except the Rocky Mountain were well represented. This 
was the first meeting in the new location. Proper and legal 
steps were taken to incorporate in the State of Nebraska, and 
the conditions were met. The number of Trustees was increased 
to 36. 

Mr. Abbott, of Fremont, who worked incessantly for the re- 
moval of the College and who has done such splendid service for 
the College since its removal is now a member of the Board. He 
and Dr. Stauffer had the business so well outlined that the Roard 
was able to transact a large amount of business in the allotted 
time. 

The attendance reached 471 in all departments. The Sum- 
mer school has an enrollment of 226, making a total of 697 for 
the year. With such a record we feel that no mistake was made 
in the removal of the College. In the Seminary there were 15, 
in the College 99, in the Academy 59, in the Commercial Depart- 
ment 191. These figures assure us that we have a College in 
Fremont, Neb., that appeals to the people. 

Dr. Stauffer had a tremendous task on his shoulders to get 
the buildings ready and the library, professors, laboratories, etc., 
removed to Fremoat in time for the opening in September, 1919. 


But the work was accomplished. The people of Fremont were 


kind enough to release the workmen and told them to work at 
the College. The Board and Synods appreciate such interest and 
loyalty. Some changes and repairs were made in the old build- 
ings. The new Science Hall was not fully equipped as it will be. 

The property at Atchison, Kan., has been disposed of for 
the sum of $41,000. As nothing of the College is left there our 
undivided attention can be given to building up a splendid Col- 
lege at Fremont. 

There was a corps of splendid instructors during the past 
year. There are a few losses in the teaching staff this coming 
year, of which the most noticeable is the resignation of Prof. 
Cline; who has been so efficient in the class room and of 80 
much influence among the students in the high standard of loy- 
alty to our College and Christian character. We are glad to re- 
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port that the Executive Committee has been able to secure his 
successor. There is also a new professor in chemistry. This 
will be a wonderful help to Prof. Crouse, whose work was en- 
tirely, too heavy. 


The professors were granted a substantial increase in salary. 
There is also a slight increase in tuition. This, with the larger 
student body, will almost meet the additional expense in sal- 
aries. Midland is now paying her professors as well as any of 
our Lutheran Colleges. 


One of the greatest needs right now is a building * the 
Western Theological Seminary. The Board approved the plan 
of raising $100,000 for the Memorial Seminary building. The 
Board authorized the Executive Committee to proceed with the 
building as soon as the amount was Pe. A little more than 
half of this is now in sight. 


Action was also taken in regard to the erection of a gymna- 
sium as soon as the funds were available. As the subscriptions 
made last year come in it is thought this building will soon be 
seen on the campus. 

Although Midland College is making such good progress, 
there is yet much work to be done. The needs are as pronounced 
as ever. As great tasks are accomplished, greater ones meet us. 
There is a three-fold need; students, building and endowment. 
Students are an essential part of the College. Midland is get- 
ting a splendid student body, but we cannot be satisfied till 
there are more. Equipment is a necessity. Buildings and labora- 
cories are needed. As we work for students we must care for 
them and have the best instructors. We are succeeding in this 
respect, but we have not reached the goal. We cannot have the 
buildings and professors that are needed without a large en- 
dowment fund. This is increasing, but it is not yet large enough. 
Although the sum of $435,000 has been secured for the College 
and Seminary, in cash and pledges, since the removal, the en- 
dowment is not increased enough thereby. We will not have 
proper recognition in the North Central Association of Colleges 
without a large endowment. We owe it to our graduates to have 
the proper rating in the educational world. With such a good 
We on and achieve great victory in 
Christian education. 

The manner in which Midland was received by the Colleges 
of the State of Nebraska is a matter of deep appreciation. In 
athletics, oratory and debate our students have been most hear- 
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tily welcomed and they have made creditable records this first 
year. Our professors have also been welcomed to the teaching 
force of educators of the State. 

The Board also approved the plan of Dr. Stauffer in his plan 
for the inaugural of Prof. Klotsche and the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the Western Seminary on November 16. The College has 
opened with about seventy-five more than a year ago. 

We would recommend that this Synod pledge a new hearty 
and loyal support to Midland College and the Western Theolog- 
ical Seminary; and that all our Pastors agree to preach fervent- 
ly, pray earnestly and labor diligently for Christian education, to 
turn students and men of means to our institution.

‘REPORT ON THE NACHUSA LUTHERAN ORPHANAGE, 


1919-199). 


The past year has been one of blessing at the Nachusa Or- 
phanage. The health of children and employes has been pre- 
served, and finances have prospered. We have had the great 
joy of paying off the last dollar of the old debt, the funds for 
that purpose having been provided by the Synod of Kansas. All 
other Synods, however, may, claim a part in the good work, for 
if their contributions had not been liberal we would have had 
to use the gifts from Kansas for current expenses, and their 
purpose would not have been accomplished. 

There are 32 children in the Home at present, 14 girls and 
18 boys. We are still refusing applications at the rate of more 
than one each week. We have refused over 300 during the past 
ive years. This fact should stimulate all our friends to do all 
mm their power to enable us to provide larger quarters, thai 
| these needy little ones may be cared for. 

| There were four graduates from our grade school last spring. 
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We have six in high school at present, two of our graduates at- 
tending Carthage College, and one graduated from Wittenberg 
College last spring with high honors. Religious instruction is 
given throughout the year. One of our boys has definitely de- 
cided to prepare for the Gospel Ministry, and another has the 
same course under consideration. 

The farm has been operated this year by the boys, directed 
to some extent by the Superintendent. The returns are excel- 
lent, and we plan to follow the same course next year. We are 
greatly in need of a silo, and hope that means may soon be pro- 
vided for its erection. Since our debt is paid we are using all 
receipts that remain after paying current expenses in repairing 
and improving the property. Decorators are now at work paint- 
ing inside and out, new floors are being laid, the furnace is to 
be improved by, adding to its capacity, and some rooms that 
were never finished are being completed. The total cost will 
be about $2,500. We trust that our income may be increased 
sufficiently to enable us to make prompt payment for this work, 
as it is all absolutely necessary, aud much of it should have been 
attended to long ago. 

There are but four employes, in addition to the teacher, do- 
ing the entire work of the Home. We have formerly had six, 
which means that these four are heavily burdened. 

During the past year Jacob George and wife, of North Lib- 
erty, Ia., gave $2,000 as a memorial to a beloved daughter, and 
Jesse Ham, Davenport, la., gave $500 in memory of his sainted 
wife. Both sums are to be used in the erection of a new cottage. 
We received $300 from the estate of the late Anson Thummel, 
Sterling, III., which was designated as endowment, thus making 
a beginning along that line. May many others follow the excel- 
lent example of these good stewards. 

We commend this Synod for its deep inferest and liberal 
support during the past year, and we are confident that it will 
not fail us in the future.

The Board increased the Superintendent's salary $200.00 per 
year. The salaries of some of the helpers were increased. 

The Board also voted to have the floors repaired, as they 
were badly worn and to have other necessary repairs made. 
Ne. McCullough’s report, which is embodied in this report, 
is very encouraging. There is a bright outlook for Nachusa. 

The amount given by the Nebraska Synod during the years 
1919 and 1920 was $623.88, or a decrease over last year of $44.09.

REPORT OF SYNODICAL SUNDAY SCHOOL SECRETARY. 


The past year has seen some advances in the work in some 
fields, although we are willing to confess that owing to other 
Synodical official duties, we have not been able to spend much 
time on this important work. 

The most distressing feature about the situation is that 
while there are two more schools, there has been a decrease of 
74 officers and teachers and a decrease of 300 pupils, while the 
schools reporting show a gain of 28 in the Cradle Roll and a 
loss of 79 in the Home Department. In view of the fact that 
the future Church is at present in the Sunday School, it would 
seem to call for some serious attention on the part of Pastors 
and Church officers so that disgraceful decreases may not be 
again reported. 
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In going over the records we find the Cradle Roll numbering 
50 and more in Omaha-Kountze Memorial 10, Omaha- Church of 
the Redeemer 55, Emerson 65, Gurley 50. Home Departments 
of 50 or more are found at North Platte 60, and Emerson 180. 

Thirteen reports have not yet been received, hence the in- 
ability to make a complete report. This neglect of attending 
to courteous requests for data makes the work decidedly unsat- 
isfactory. 

Seven more schools have adopted the plan of having Month- 
ly, Workers’ Conferences, but there have been no increases in 
the number of Teacher Training Classes. 

We wish to have special emphasis laid upon the Workers’ 
Conferences and Teacher Training Classes, inasmuch as these 
two features are practically central in the administration. We 
know from experience that when Workers’ Conferences are 
made a regular port of the administrative program that many 
of the problems are solved because of this central feature of the 
work being properly considered. 

We have read Teacher Training examination papers from St. 
Marks Church, Verdon, St. Luke’s, Emerson, Scribner and Sid- 
ney-Gurley during the year. 

We were privileged to appear before the Students-Pastors 
Conference at Fremont in April in the interests of general Sun- 
day School work, also in a week at the Lutheran Summer As. 
sembly at Dixon, III. No definite conferences have been held 
in individual congregations.

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Ernest C. Mortensen and James J. Raun have both finished 
their work in school and are in the active work in our Synod. 
They come to Synod for ordination. 

Alfred Frank has completed his College work and is now a 
Junior in the Seminary. Alfred Young is a Junior in College 
and Herman Stelk is a special student. These young men have a 
good record in thelr school work.

REPORT OF SYNODICAL MISSIONARY AND CHURCH EX- 
* TENSION COMMITTEE. 
Dear Brethren: 

With sincere gratitude to Almighty God, whose blessings 
have been ours during the past year, we come before you with 
another year of Missionary activity. 

The following congregations received assistance: Omaha, 
Church of Our Redeemer, Dr. Harman, Pastor: First Church, Rev. 
Oak W. Ebright, Pastor, Tekamah; Rev. John Utesch, Pastor, 
and the First Church, York, Rev. C. S. Powell, Pastor. 

Of the above Churches, the congregation at Tekamah, Rev. 
John Utesch, Pastor, took steps to become self supporting, and 
acknowledging the indebtedness to the board expressed its ap- 
preciation to that body for the most timely help rendered. 

Church of Our Redeemer, Rev. C. B. Harman, Pastor. 

Under the very efficient leadership of their Pastor, this con- 
gregation enjoyed another year of signal progress. The obliga- 
tions of this Church to meet their special payments on their 
Church property, together with all other regular expense, were 
met in full and the Treasurer was able to report a substantiai 
sum as balance on hand. The Pastor's salary was increased sub- 
stantially and a reduction made of $250 from the Board of Home 
Missions. This faithful people voted to become self-supporting 
July 1, 1921. The Mission is called upon to part with their be- 
loved Pastor and his highly esteemed family, who, on October 
ist, left this field for even greater fulness in the Master's vine- 
yard. The congregation had almost reached self-support, and 
now has called Rev. Klaus de Freese to assume charge of this 
very promising field. 

Benson, Rev. Oak W. Ebright, Pastor. 
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This Mission, after years of trials and discouragement, evi- 
denced a year.of substantial progress. The congregation shows 
a net gain of 23 new members. Expending $550 on repairs and 
most needful improvements comes with an excess of apportion- 
ment to Synod and increased the salary of their Pastor $200.00. 
Much of the success of this Church is due to the Every Mem- 
ber Canvass, which has developed a tithers’ league of 49 mem- 
bers. Both Pastor and people are greatly encouraged and the 
prospect of this congregation call forth our gratitude to Him 
from whom all blessings flow. 


York, Rev. Clark S. Powell, Pastor. 


This congregation, located in the county seat of York, lost 
its former Pastor, Rev. W. H. N. Stevens, and though much dis- 
couraged, has secured Rev. Clark S. Powell as their missionary. 
The present Pastor took charge of this field August Ist. The 
congregation sold their old parsonage and purchased a modern 
home next to our Church for very little more than received for 
their old property. With the coming of Rev. Powell, the people 
have taken a renewed interest in their Church. The attendance 
at Church and Sunday School has doubled and if present indi- 
cations should continue, we confidently believe, that great things 
may be expected from this Mission in the future. 

New Church Organized. 


Synod will be pleased to learn of a new Church organized 
at South Sioux City. The Missionary Superintendent, in com- 
pany with some of the members of the committee, canvassed this 
field and found much material for the Lutheran Church in this 
growing city. On August 29 regular steps were taken to effect 
an organization and the congregation started with a charter 
roll of 38 members. The new congregation reports an active Sun- 
day School and Missionary Aid Society and hopes soon to secure 
a regular Pastor. 

The attention of the committee was drawn to the following 
fields for visitation: Hendley, Glenville, Washington, Lincoln. 
Aurora and Norfolk. After receiving reports from these fields 
it was deemed advisable to make a thorough canvass of the 
city of Aurora with the hope of establishing a congregation in 
this place. 

Not finding the substantial support at the services held 
and feeling the urgent need to care for the prospect offered us 
at South Sioux City, the committee recoiamended that for the 
present the activity at Aurora be suspended and inscructed the 
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Missionary Superintendent to devote his entire time to the Sou 
Sioux City field. 

Lorton. 

For some time regular Sunday services were held in this 
place with encou ‘aging results. The people took much interest 
in Church services and Sunday School and provided the neces- 
sary means to care for all expenses. Having received a protest 
from the lowa Synod, which felt that our holding services in this 
town not having any Church organization at present, interfered 
with their congregations and offering to take care of the Lorton 
field with reguler Sunday services in the English language cf our 
country, our committee deemed it wise to permit the lowa Synod 
to take charge wo! tais field and so withdrew all further activity. 

Feeling the need of a better understanding relative to the 
situation at Norfo t and Wisner, these two fields were referred 
to the committee appointed by the two Synods for adjudication. 
The Adjudication Committee held several meetings and reports 
favorable progress made relative to the Norfolk field. As to the 
Wisner field it was the judgment of the Adjudication Committee 
that for the present no further action to organize a congregation 
at this place should be taken. 

Having received an urgent call from Rev. H. L. Greenawalt, 
Paxton, to assist him in securing suitable lots for the location of 
a Church at Roscoe, the Missionary Superintendent was author- 
ized to visit this field and secured two valuable lots for our 
Church without cost. 

Communications were received from Roca and Surprise rela- 
tive to our Church properties in these places. Our lots at Roca 
are accumulating taxes and will never be of service to our 
Church. The Church property, at Surprise, while of fair repair, 
is desired by the Roman Catholic people for Church purposes and 
received an offer of $1,700. We recommend that the proper of- 
ficers of Synod be instructed to sell these properties. 

The following resolutions are presented for your considera- 
tion: i 

Whereas, the Church property in South Sioux City was sold 
to private parties, and 

Whereas, The money received from the above property was 
turned over to the Treasurer of the Synodical Missionary, and 
Church Extension Committee, 

Therefore, let it be resolved, That the Synod of Nebraska 
permit the Missionary, Committee to keep this money as a sep- 
arate fund to be used in the securing of Church property to as- 
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sist in the establishment of Mission Churches, which are under 
the direction of the General Board. 

Whereas, the compact Lutheran section in America still un- 
anglicized lies West and Northwest of the City of Chicago, and, 

’ Whereas, The administration of this trust can best be ac- 
complished with the first-hand counsel of leaders on said terri- 
tory, therefore, be it, 

Resolved, That the Synod of Nebraska n the 
United Lutheran Church in America to adjust the membership 
on the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension so that 
hereafter at least seven members shall be from territory west 
of the Mississippi, and be it further 

Resolved, That the Synod of Nebraska petition the United 
Lutheran Church to make the City of Chicago the headquarters 
for the Home Mission Board, thus placing center of administra- 
tion in the most stragetic center for Missionary operation in this 
country.

THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN 
SYNOD OF NEBRASKA 


ARTICLE THE SYNOD. 


Section 1—THE NAME. The name and title of the body 
organized under this Constitution shall be the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Synod of Nebraska of the United Latheran Church in 
America. 

Section 2.—THE DOCTRINAL BASIS. (A) This Synod re- 
ceives and holds the Canonical Scriptures of the Old and New 
Des aments as the inspired Word of God, and as the only infall- 
ible rule and standard of faith and practice, according to which 
all doctrines and teachers are to be judged. 

(B) This Synod accepts the three Ecumen cal Creeds, name- 
ly, the Apostles, the Nicene, and the Athanasian—as important 
testimonies drawn from the Holy Scriptures, and rejects all 
errors which they condemn. 

(C) This Synod receives and holds the Unaltered Augs- 
burg Confession as a correct exhibition of the faith and doctrines 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, founded upon the Word 
of God; and acknowledges all Churches that sincerely hold and 
faithfully, confess the doctrines of the Unaltered Augsburg Con- 
fession to be entitled to the name of Evangelical Lutheran. 

(D) This Synod recognizes the Apology of the Augsburg 
Confession, the Smalkald Articles, the Large and Small Cate- 
chisms of Luther, and the Formula of Concord as in harmony 

of one and the same pure Scriptural faith. 
| Section 3——-THE MEMBERSHIP. (A) This Synod shail 
consist of ministers and congregations in unity with the Doc- 
trinal Basis in section 2, received into membership as herein- 
after provided. 

(B) Any Evangelical Lutheran minister applying for ad- 
mission and accepting this Constitution with the doctrinal basis, 
aud whose ordination or transfer has the approval of the Ex- 
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amining Committee, may be received into the membership in 
the order hereinafter, provided. 

(C) Any, congregation located within or contiguous to ‘he 
natural bounds of thé territory of this Synod may, upon approval 
of the Executive Committee, be received into membership by 
a majority vote at any regular convention. 

(D) Every congregation shall be faithful to its obligations 
to this Synod in all matters of support, practice and Church gov- 
ernment. | 

(E) Other members shall be such as are received by or- 
dination, transfer, or as hereinafter provided. 


Section 4.—OBJECT, DUTIES AND POWERS. ln accord- 


- ance with the doctrinal basis set forth in Section 2 of this Ar- 


ticle, and in full accord with the Constitution of the United 
Latheran Church in America, this body recognizes that all power 
in the Church belongs primarily and exclusively to our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Head of the Church; and all just duties and 
powers. exercised by the Church are committed to her for the 
furtherance of the Gospel through the Word and Sacramen‘. 

Therefore this body is organized (a) To preserve and ex- 
tend the pure teaching of the Gospel and the right administration 
of the Sacraments (Fph. 4:5, 6; Augs. Con. Art. 7). 

(b) To conserve the unity of the true faith (Eph. 4:3-16; 1 
Cor. 1:10) to guard against any departure therefrom (Rom. 
16:17); and to strengthen the congregation in faith, in con- 
fession, and the promotion of the Kingdom of God. 

(e) To give outward expression to the spiritual unity of 
Evangelical Laitheran congregations; to cultivate co-operation 
among all Lutherans in the promotion of the general interests of 
the Church, and to develop and unfold the specific Lutheran 
principles and practices and make their strength effective. 

(d) To awaken, co-ordinate, and effectively direct and su- 

pervise the united energies of the congregations in such opera- 
tions as the following: 
. (1) The training of ministers and teachers to be wit- 
nesses of the Word; and the upbuilding, maintenance and 
strengthening of institutions for the promotion of such train- 
ing. 

2. The extension of the Kingdom of God by the support of 
Home, Foreign and Inner Missions, under the administration 
and functions of the United Lutheran Church in America. 

() The proper regulation of the human externals of wor- 
ship in the congregation and family, that the same, in character 
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and administration, may be in keeping with the New Testament 
and the liberty of the Church, as well as the practice of the 
United Lutheran Church in America. . 

(e) To solicit and disburse funds, and to devise ways and 
means necessary for the purposes of the work defined in this 
Constitution. 

(ft) To ordain qualified men to the holy office of the Min- 
istry of the Gospel; and to suspend and depose those who dis- 
honor it by, false teaching, by insubordination or an unworthy 
or a wicked life. 

(g) To maintain discipline unto the fostering of holiness 
and fidelity in the ministry and people. 

(h) To maintain a true connection and relation with tho 
United Lutheran Church in America, and all its interests and 
obligations. 

Section 5.—-DISTRIBUTION OF FUNCTIONS AND pow. 
ERS. The exercise of the func‘ions and powers of this Synod 
shall be distributed into two departments: The Synod, The Con- 
ference. 


ARTICLE 


Section 1. A regular meeting of the Synod shall be held an- 
nually at the time specified in the By-Laws. 

Section 2. Special meetings shall be called by the Presi- 
dent upon the request of the Executive Committee or the writ- 
ten request of one-fourth of the ministers; but no business shall 
be transacted at a special meeting except that specified in the 
call. 

_ Section 3. One-third of the ministers, wth the lay dele- 
gates present, shall const tüte a quorum. 

Section 4. Notice of the time and place of all meetings shall 
be given by the Secretary cf Synod by circular and by publica- 
tion in the official organ of the United Lutheran Church, at 
least four weeks in advance for regular meetings, and two weeks 
for special meetings. 


ARTICLE OFFERS AND THEIR DUTIES. 


Section 1. The officers of the Synod shall be a President, 
a Secretary and a Treasurer. They shall be elected at regular 
meetings of the Synod. Ministers only shall be eligible to the 
offices of President and Secretary. For administrative purposes 
the Synod may from time to time elect and designate other of- 
ficers additional to those named in this paragraph as specified by 
the By-Laws. 
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Section 2. (a) The term of office of all officers shall be 
one year or until their successors are elected. The President 
and Secretary shall not be eligible to election for more than two 
successive terms. 

Section 2. (b) The term of office of all officers shall be- 
gin at the close of the meeting of Synod at which they are elect- 
ed, and, except in case of re-election, they shall be formally in- 
ducted into office by the retiring President at. the close of the last 
business session. 

Section 3. Should a vacancy occur in any of these offices 
the Executive Committee shall be empowered to fill the same 
until the next regular meeting of Synod. 

Section 4. The officers shall be entitled to receive the nec- 
essary expenses incident to the duties imposed by their office, 
and such remuneration as the Synod may determine. 


Section 5. DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. (A) He shall 
exercise supervision over all ministers and congregations con- 
nected wtih the Synod, and over all agencies created by the 
Synod for the prosecution of the general work of the Church. 

(B) He shall preside at all meetings of the Synod, and i! 
shall be his duty to see that the Constitution, By-Laws, and de- 
cisions of the Synod are duly obeyed, and its resolutions carried 
effect. 

(C) As necessity arises he shall visit the congregations be- 
tonging to the Synod, and shall confer and advise with pastors 
and people concerning their spiritual and temporal welfare. 

(D) He shall ordain all accepted candidates for the minis 
terial office, and shall install the pastors of all congregations 


‘belonging to the Synod, or shall provide for and authorize their 


ordination and installation as the Synod may prescribe in its 
By-Laws. 

(E) When the execution of deeds or other instruments of 
writing is ordered by the Synod, or is required by the Constitu- 
tion, or becomes proper and necessary in carrying on the busi- 
ness of the corporation, the President is authorized and empow- 
ered, in the name of the Symod, to sign the same and to affix 
the corporate seal of the Synod. 

(F) He shall annually submit to the Synod a report of all 
his official acts, except matters of a pastoral or private char- 
acter, together with such other information and recommenda- 
tions as he may deem of importance. 

Section 6. DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY. (A) The Sec- 
retary of Synod shall prepare and keep a correct register of the 
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ministers belonging to the Synod and the dates of their ordina- 
tion and the places of their residence; also a similar register 
of the congregations and parishes connected wi h the Synod, with 
the names of the pastors serving them and of the lay delegates 
appointed to represent them. Accurate and faithful records of 
all the proceedings of the Synod shall be kept by him and he 
shall have charge of the printing and dis‘ribution of the min- 
utes, as directed by the Synod and shall perform other duties as 
the Synod may from time to time direct. 

(B) He is authorized and empowered, in the name of the 
Synod, to attest all instrumen's of writing ordered by the Synod 
or required by the Constitution or which become necessary in 
carrying on the business of the corporation, and signed and 
sealed by the President. 


Section 7. DUTIES OF THE TREASURER. (A) The 
Treasurer shall have charge of all the moneys and accounts of 
the Synod, its deeds, mortgages, contracts, and evidences of 
claims and revenues, and of its trust funds, except such as the 
Synod may, specially commit to other agents, holding the same at 
all times subject to the order of the Synod. 

(B) He shall receive and acknowledge all contributions, do- 
nations, legacies and bequests made to the Synod, collect all 
interest and income from invested funds, and pay all appropria- 
tions and orders of the Synod, collect all interest and income 
from invested funds, and pay all appropriations and orders of 
the Synod on the several accounts as approved and directed by 
the Executive Committee 

(C) He shall keep a regular account with each congrega- 
tion of the Synod, and from time to time during the Synodical 
year shall inform the Council of each congregation of the state 
of this account, and shall prepare and submit to each regular 
convention of the Synod a tabular statement of such accounts for 
record and publication. 

(D) By and with the advice and consent of the Executive 
Committee he shall make, change, or renew investments of funds 
owned or held in trust by the Synod; and he is duly empowerea, 
constituted and authorized as the attorney in fact for the Synod 
to satisfy of record any mortgaces, judgments, notes or recorded 
evidence of indebtedness, upon the payment and receipt in full of 
the amounts so secured by the same, and to assign and transfer 
any policies of insurance or other securities, hat may be held as 


- collateral to such mortgages, loans or judgments. 


(E) He shall deposit regularly all moneys received for any 
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account of the Synod, and shall make all investments in the 
name of and to the use of the Synod. 

(F) On entering upon his office he shall give satisfactory 
bond to the Synod for the faithful performance of his duties, in 
such amount as the Executive Committee shall determine, whicn 
bond shall be in the custody of the President. 

(G) At each annual convention he shall render a full, de- 
tailed and accurate report to the Synod of all receipts and dis- 
bursemen‘s in his several accounts, with a statement of the finan. 
cial condition of the Synod and its apportioned obligations to 
United Lutheran Church in America which report shall be regu- 
larly, andited and certified. 


ARTICLE IV.—THE CONFERENCE. 


Section 1. District conferences shall be constituted, com- 
posed of ministers and congregations of the Synod loca ed with- 
in a given territory, as from time to time determined by the 
Synod. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of each conference to care 

kor the interests and development of the Church upon its terri- 
tory; to assist in carrying out the regulations and resolutions of 
the Synod and to attend to such other duties in its territory as 
may be assigned to it by the Synod. 

Section 3. Every pastor and congregation belonging to the 
Synod and residing or being located within the bounds of a con- 
ference shall by that fact belong to that conference. Ordained 
ministers of the Synod not actively, serving pastorates shall be 
assigned conference connection by the Executive Committee. If 
boundary lines of the same conference districts, the place in 
which the pastor resides shall determine his own and the con- 
ference connection of his pastoral charge. 

Section 4. Each conference shall meet at least once in each 
year, and as many more times as circumstances may require. 
Special meetings may be called by, the President upon the writ- 
ten request of one-fourth of the ministers of the conference. 
One-third of the ministers belonging to the conference, together 
with the lay delegates present, shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. Bach conference shall annually elect a minister 
to be President, and such other officers as may be necessary 
for the transaction of its business. 

Section 6. The conference may adopt for itself any rules 
and regulations not in conflict with the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the Synod or of the regulations and resolutions of the United 
Lutheran Church in America. 
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Section 7. The ac ions of a conference shall at all times be 
subject to review by, the Synod, and the records of the proceed. 
ings of conferences shall be submitted annually to Synod for ex- 
amination. 


ARTICLE V.—COMMITTEES AND THEIR DUTIES. 


Section 1. There shall be the following standing committees: 
Executive Committee, Mission Committee, Ministerial Education, 
Examining Committee, Laymen’s Missionary Movement Commit- 
tee, Sunday Schools and Young People's Societies (five mem- 
bers), Protocol, State of the Church, Committee on Reference 
and Council. 


Also the following special committees: 

President's Report, Conference Minutes and Reports, Leave 
of Absence, Letters and Papers, Resolutions, Apportionment, 
Claims and Pooling Expenses, Committee on Program for Next 
Meeting of Synod. Other committees may be created from time 
to time as the Synod may deems necessary. 

Section 2.—-THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. (A) This 
Committee shall consis: of five members, two of whom shall be 
the, President and Secretary of Synod, the remaining three to 
be elected by Synod for terms of three years in such manner 


that the term of one shall expire each year. The President of 


Synod shall be ex-Officio Chairman of this committee. 

(B) It shall be the duty, of the Executive Committee to rep- 
resent the Synod and to carry out (see line 441) resolutions; to 
attend to the business of the Synod during the interim; to fill 
vacancies not otherwise provided for; and to perform such other 
work as may be delegated to it by Synod, to which it shall make 
full report of its acts. 

(C) It shall cause an annual examination to be made ol 
all investments and securities held by the Synod, and report 
thereon; recommend all apropriations to be made by, the Synod, 
and wi hout its approval no appropriations shall be made, ex 
cept by a three-fourths vote of the Synod. 

(D) It shall hold meetings during the interim as necessity 
may require. Special meetings may be called by the President 
of Synod, or, in case of his death or removal, by the Secretary of 
Synod. Three members shall constitute a quorum. 

(E) It shall de‘ermine the amount of salary to be paid to 
any officer of the Synod entitled thereto, when not otherwise de- 
termined, and shall make appropriations to meet its necessary 
expenses. 
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Section 3.— THE MISSION COMMITTEE. (A) There shal! 
be a Committee on Missions, to consist of the President of Synod. 
three ministers and two laymen. A missionary on the funds of 
the board shall not be a member of the committee, unless he is 
President of the Synod. 

(B) The committee shall elect a Chairman, a Secretary and 
a Treasurer, and shall hold regular meetings as may bh» neces- 

sary (monthly or quarterly) to hear reports and consider all ap- 
—4— tor aid and the needs of all misisons and new fields 
on the Synodical terr¥ory. 

(C) It shall superintend and have charge of the missions 
in the territory of the Synod, under the direction and rules of 
the General Board of Home Missions and Church Extension of the 
United Lutheran Church in America. It shall confer with the 
Distrio General Superintendent of said General Board, and with 
him make a budget for the necessary funds to be expended on 
the Synodical territory for the year, which budget shall be sub- 
mitted for approval to said General Board. The budget decided 
upon by the District General Superintendent and the Synodical 
Commitee shall represent a maximum amount for the year. 

(D) The Committee on Missions shall also co-operate with 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension of the United 
Lutheran Church in America in matters of Church extension 
funds. 

(E) The committee shall endeavor to foster and cultivate 
a missionary spirit among “he congregations of the Synod, and 
it shall advise with and assist conference committees in planting 
new missions. It shall have charge of and superintend the work 
and activities of Inner Missions, of City Missions, and other gen- 
eral missionaries whose salaries, either in whole or in part, are 
paid by, the Synod and such general missionaries shall render 
quarterly reports to the committee. 

. (F) The Committee on Missions shall, upon the direction 
of Synod, elect a Synodical Missionary, Superintendent or, if 
Synod so decide, unite with the Synodical Committee of a neigh- 
boring Synod or Synods of the United Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica in the election of a District Missionary Superintendent and 
shall make recommendations to the Synod for an apportionment 
sufficient to cover the salary, and expenses of such Synodical or 
District Superintendent. 

Section 4-—-COMMITTEE OF MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 
(A) ‘This committee shall consist of five members appointed by 
the Execu‘ive Committee who shall meet at the time and place 
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of holding the annual meeting of Synod; and when necessary 
during the interim at the call of the Chairman, at such time and 
place as he may select. a 


(B) All applications for aid must be made to this commit- 
tee, who may require the applicant to appear before them in per- 
son. They shall determine the number to be aided, the amount 
to be granted to each, the institution at which the beneficiaries 
shall pursue their studies, and shall require each beneficiary to 
take the prescribed course in full, subject to the approval of 
Synod. 
(C) The applicant shall be one of exemplary, character, and 
he shall be free from all habits unbecoming a minister of the 
Gospel. MBeneficiaries shall not marry during their course of 
study; and while receiving aid from Synod, they shall abstain 
from all use of tobacco and intoxicating beverages. 

(D) The applicant shal] have been a consistent and active 
member of the Lutheran Church for at least one year. He shall 
have attained such scholarship as would admit him to the Fresh- 
man Class in any of our Lutheran Colleges. He shall show ef- 
ficiency in these departments of study which he has already 
pursued; and shall furnish evidence from the institution which 
he has attended that he has formed habits of diligent study, and 
that he is possessed of such mental powers and ability as will 
enable him to acquire scholarship. 

(E) He shall satisfactorily answer all the questions on the 
blank presented to him by the committee. 

(Ff) The amount of aid granted anndally o any student 
shall be paid in installments. The committee shall have satis- 
factory evidence that the beneficiary has paid his tuition and 
other college expenses before paying the next installment. 

(G) They shall require that a ‘erm report be sent them i 
by the Secretary of the College, and an average grade of 80 per * 
cent shall be required to continue any beneficiary on the funds 
of Synod. This committee shall have power to drop from the 
funds any one proving himself either physically, intellectually or 
morally unfit for the work of the ministry, subject to the ap- 
proval of Synod. 

(H) (1) They shall require each applicant who shall re- 
ceive aid from the funds to sign a promissory note with such 
endorsement as may be required by the committee and with in- 
terest from date, interest not o be chargeable so long as the 
applicant continues his studies in the institution assigned him 
and complies with the other requirements herein specified. 1 
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(2) The Treasurer of this fund shall return to the students 
aided, or cancel the notes held against him after ten years of 
faithful service in the United Lutheran Church in America. 

(3) All notes held against any beneficiary shall be col- 
lected, if the same demit the ministry or enter the ministry of 
any other denomination or Church before the completion of ten 
years’ service in the United Lutheran Church in America. 

( It shall be the duty of this committee o devise ways 
and means to encourage young men to prepare for the ministry 
of the Gospel; to disburse funds as the Synod shall appropriate 
or may be granted by the Board of Education of the United Lu- 
theran Church in America for the assistance of students for the 
ministry, and shall supervise their work under such rules as the 
Synod shall approve; and to present to the Synod all such in- 
formation and recommendations regarding the work of Mini. 
terial Education as may require consideration or action. 


Section 5.—THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. (A) This 
Committee shall consist of not less than seven ordained min- 
isters of Synod who shall be appointed for a term of three years, 
in such manner that the terms of at least two members shall 
expire each year. No member shall be re-appointed until a year 
shall have expired after the completion of his term of service. 

(B) They shall examine all candidates for ordination in the 
following subjects: Personal Piety and Motives for Entering the 
Ministry, Hebrew and New Testament Greek Exegesis, Apolo- 
getics, Systematic Theology, Old Testament History, Church 
History, Biblical Introduction, Biblical Criticism, Biblical An- 
tiquity, Biblical Geography, Symbolics, Catechetics, Liturgics, 
Pastoral Theology, Homiletics, Church Government and Missions. 

(C) This committee shall report to the Synod in executive 
session, and shall recommend such applicants as shall satisfy the 
provisions of Article VI, Section 1; but a two-third vote of the 
members of the committee present shall be necessary for recom- 
mendation. 


ARTICLE Vi.—THE RECEPTION OF MEMBERS. 


Section 1—MINISTERS. (A) All applicants for ordination 
and for admission into Synod shall be made to the President of 
Synod and referred by him to the Examining Committee. 

) Every minister received into the Synod and every can- 
didate who is ordained shall sign this Constitution prior to ad- 
mission into membership. 

(C) Applicants for Ordination: (1) The examination for 
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candidates for ordination shall be open to all members of the 
Synod. it shail test the general fitness of each applicant for 
the office of the ministry, his reasons for seeking the office, 
his theological attainments, his acceptance of the standards pre- 
scribed in Article I, Section 2, and his local appreciation of the 
organization and work of the Synod and of the United Lutheran 
Church in America. 

(2) Applicants for ordination shall present to the Examin- 
ing Committee a satisfactory written testimonial of Christian 
life and character and also of the course pursued in theological 
study. 

(3) Every candidate to be ordained by Synod shall be at 
least, 21 years of age, aad shall exhibit satisfactory evidence to 
the Examining Committee that he has received a regular call 
from a congregation, a Synod or a Church Board, to a specific 
field of ministerial labor, and that he has accepted such call 
upon the condition of,his approval by the Synod. 

(4) A candidate who has received and accepted a call shall 
present himself for examination and if approved by the Examin- 
ing Committee, he shall be favorably recommended by said com- 
mittee to the Synod for ordination-—-which shall take place when 
he shall have submitted satisfactory evidence to the President 
that he has received and accepted a regular call, and shall have 
given assurance of his acceptance of the provisions of this Con- 
stitution, especially Article One, Section 2. 

(D) Of Ordained Ministers: (1) Any regularly ordained 
minister of a constituent Synod of the United Lutheran Church 
in America, applying for admission into this Synod, shall fur- 
. nish evidence of his ordination and Christian character, together 
with a letter of dismissal issued by the Synod from which he 
comes, which he shall present to the Examining Committee; and 
if they request he shall present himself in person for consulta- 
tion; and on favorable report of said committee to the Presi- 
dent of Synod he shall be enrolled as a member of Synod. 

(2) Any, regularly ordained minister of the Evangelical La- 
theran Church, belonging to a Synod not constituent of the 
United Lutheran Church in America, who may apply for admis- 
sion into the Synod, shall furnish satisfactory evidence of his 
ordination and of his Christian character, together with a letter 
of dismissal or testimonial of good standing issued by the body 
from which he comes: he shall also be subject to a colloquium 
with the Examining Committee as to his acceptance of the stand- 
ards prescribed in Article One, Section 2, and his loyal apprecia- 
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tion of the organization and work of this Synod and of the United 
Lutheran Church in America; and on favorable report from the 
Examining Committee to the executive session of Synod and on 
favorable action of Synod he shall be enrolled. 

(3) A minister coming from an ecclesiastical body other 
than Latheran shall, with his application for membership, present 
satisfactory evidence of his ordination and his Christian charac. . 
ter, as well as his good standing in the body with which he was 

rly connected. His application and testimonials shall be 
referred to the Examining Committee, who, in colloquium with 
the applicant, shall ascertain his knowledge and acceptance of 
Lutheran Doctrine and Practice, especially the doctrinal basis 
and usuages of this Synod and of the United Lutheran Church 
in America. If such examination warrant, the Examining Com- 
mittee shall in each instance, recommend to the executive ses- 
sion of Synod the action to be taken; and, if, on favorable re- 
port of the committee, two-thirds of the ministers present and 
voting shall approve, he shall, on his public subscription to the 
doctrinal standards of the United Lutheran Church in America, 
be enrolled as a member of Synod. ; 

Section 2—-RECEPTION OF CONGREGATIONS. A congre- 
gation desiring admission to Synod shall place in the hands of . 
the President a formal application signed by the Secretary of 
the Ohurch Council and by the pastor, and shall send a repre- 
sentative to the meeting of the Synod; it shall submit a copy 
of its constitution, and of its charter, if incorporated. If these 
are in accord with the requirements of the Constitution of this 
Synod, the congregation may, be received into membership by a 
majority vote of the Synod at any meeting. Contemplated changes 
of its constitution, affecting its articles of faith, adherence to 
the Synod and the United Lutheran Church in America, and dis- 
position of its property, shall be reported to the President of 
Synod for his approval. 

ARTICLE Vil.—MINISTERS AND LICENTIATES. 

Section 1—MINISTERS. (A) Ministerial members of the 
Synod are those who have become such by, ordination or by 
reception from another Synod in accordance with Article VI of 
this Constitution. Their membership shall cease only by death, 
by regular transfer and reception into another Synod, or by 
process under Article IX. They become pastors by, being regu- 
larly called to serve a congregation or pastoral charge of the 
Synod, and after their installation as such upon the approval of 
the President of Synod. 
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(B) In addition to pastors of congregations the Synod may 
include and continue upon its ministerial roll such who, although 
without a pastoral charge, hold educational, executive, mission- 
ary, or editorial offices to which they have been appointed by the 
Synod or by the United Lutheran Church in America or any of 
its regularly constituted boards which are recognized as com- 
petent o make such appointments. 

(C)* Every minister shall conform his preaching and teach- 
ing to the doctrinal basis set forth in Article I, Section 2. 

(D) Every pastor shall preach the Word, administer the 
Sacraments, conform the manner of conducting public worship 
to the accepted practice of the United Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica; he shall care for the people under his pastorate as individ- 
uals and as congregations in common faith and harmonious in- 
terest with all other members and congregations of the United 
Lutheran Church in America; he shall give catechetical instruc- 
tion regularly and shall confirm catchumens; he shall perform 
the marriage ceremony in accordance with the laws of God and 
of the state and in harmony with the official utterances of the 
United Lutheran Church in America; he shall visit and minister 
to the sick and infirm; he shall bury the dead; he shall install 
regularly, elected members of the Church Council, and, with the 
council, administer discipline; he shall supervise all schools and 
auxiliary organizations of the congregation, and shall promote 
the upbuilding of the Kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ in the 
community, in the home land and abroad. He shall seek out and 
encourage young men having proper natural gifts and qualifica- 
tions to prepare for ordination to the Holy Ministry of the Gos- 
pel; he shall co-operate with the agencies and officers of con- 
ference and Synod in every way to educate the people to increase 
their liberality for the causes of benevolence recommended by 
the Synod or supported by the United Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica; and shall use his best endeavor to stimulate piety in the in- 
dividual and family life of the people, as well as a knowledge of 
the Church and her work by the circulation of the literature of 
the Church. 

(EI The pastor shall keep accurate parochial records of 
Baptisms, Confirmations, members received by transfer or pro- 
fegsion of faith, members dismissed, deceased or ex commun 
cated, together with a roster of all communicant members of his 
charge and a record of their attendance at the Communion, keep- 
ing the record of each congregation in a pastoral charge in a 
separate book which shall be the property of the congregation; 
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and shall report annually an accurate abstract of these statistics 
to the Synod or to an official appointed by the Synod for that 
purpose, for publication in a Synodical table of Parochial Re- 
ports. 

(F) No minister shall preach or perform any ministerial 
act within the pastorate or pastoral charge of a brother minister, 
except upon his request or with his consent; nor shall he visit 
and preach in a vacant charge or congregation except upon for- 
mal invitation of the Church Council, or the consent or appoint- 
ment of the President of Synod. 

(G) Should a minister belonging to this Synod find him- 
self constrained to demit the regular duties of the ministry, his 
name shall be continued upon the roll as a member; but if he en- 
gages in any business or office incompatible with the nature of 
the Holy Office of the Ministry, such act shall be sufficient 
reason why the Synod should strike his name from the member- 
ship roll. In this connection the Executive Committee of Synod 
is charged to report annually for consideration and reference a 
full list of all others than superannuated or physically incapaci- 
tated ministers on the roll who for a period of two years or more 
have not been engaged in ministerial work as defined in para- 
graphs (a) and (b) of this section, and the executive session of 
Synod shall decide when the name of a disengaged minis er is to 
be dropped from the roll of members. 

(H) If any minister in good and regular standing in the 
Synod enters a field of labor within some other Synod of the 
United Lutheran Church in America he shall, upon application 
to the President, be entitled to, and the President shall furnish 
him with a certificate of honofable dismissal: but until formally 
received into the membership of the Synod to which he has been 
dismissed he shall be fully amenable to this Synod. 

(1) It shall be the duty of every pastor, when members of 
his congregation or pastoral charge remove into the bounds of 
another, to urge such members to connect themselves wieh the 
congregation into whose territory they have removed; he shall 
immediately notify the pastor of said pastoral charge of such 
removal; and, upon application, shall furnish certificates of trans- 
fer ‘o such as are entitled to the same. 

(J) All ministers of the Synod shall attend all meetings of 
the Synod and the conference to which they belong. In case of 
unavoidable absence, the absentee shall send to the Secretary 
an excuse for his absence; and nothing shall be regarded as a 
valid excuse except urgent necessity, and positive inability to at 
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tend. Repeated absence without valid excuse shall subject the 
absentee to discipline. 

Section 2—LICENTIATES. (A) In case of a lack of or- 
dained ministers available to serve all the pastorates of the 
Synod, or for spec’al pastoral service as need may arise, theo- 
logical students, of general qualifications fitted for the ministry 
and having satisfactorily passed the first and second years in an 
accepted Theological Seminary of the Lutheran Church, may be 
licensed by, the Synod to preach and perform ministerial acts in 
charge of a pastorate o which they have been regularly called, 
or appointed by the President of Synod as supply pastors, for a 
period of time, on condition, however, that such licentiates agree 
to return to a Theological Seminary after a period of licensed 
service and complete their studies for graduation in he usual 
course as applicants for ordination. 

(B) Before accepting a call, a licentiate shall obtain the 
consent of the President of Synod. 

(C) All applications for licensure shall be made to the 
President of Synod and by him referred to the Examining Com- 
mi tee. 

7 (D) Applicants for licensure shall appear before the Ex- 
amining Committee, who, upon satisfactory evidence of fitness, 
may recommend such applicants to the executive session of 

Synod for licensure. . 

(E) A licentiate shall have power to perform all ministerial 
acts, and to represent his pastorate as delegate to the Synod or 

conference during the time specified in his license as if he were 
ordained. 

(F) After a licentiate has taken a charge, he shall not leave 

A the same during the time of his license without the consent or 
call of the President of Synod. i 

‘G) All licenses issued by order of the Synod shall expire 
at the next annual meeting of the Synod, but may, at the recom- 
mendation of the Examining Committee be renewed for one suc- 
ceeding year. 

f (H) Every licentiate shall keep an accurate journal of his 
ministerial acts, which, with at least four sermons preached by 
him, and with his certificate of licensure, he shall deliver to the 
President of Synod at least three weeks before the annual meet- f 
ing of the Synod, for the inspection of the Examining Committee. | 7 

(1) Should the attention of the President of Synod be di- 
rected by common rumor or complaint to alleged offenses or in- ' a 

capacity of any licentiate of the Synod, he shall immediately in- | 
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vestigate the matter; and, should he deem such action necessary, 
he shall immediately recall and annul the license of such licen- 


tlate. 


ARTICLE TME CONGREGATIONS. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Church Council or 
Councils of every pastoral charge belonging to the Synod to ap- 
point annually from its communicant members in good standing 
a lay delegate who shall represent the charge at all meetings of 
Synod and of conference, and submit his report to the parish; 
and the congregation or pastoral charge shall arrange to pay his 
and their pastor's regular expenses to be in full attendance upon 
such meetings. It may also appoint an alternate to take the 
place of the regular delegate in his absence. 

Section 2. Every, congregation belonging to the Synod, as ‘tt 

a share in all its acts and supervision, shall comply with the 
Constitution, By-Laws, decisions and recommendations of the 
Synod and local Conference, and shall conform its public worship 
and ministrations to the order used by the United Lutheran 
Church in America and approved by the Synod. It shall observe 
and make systematic effort to meet at least the apportioned 
amoun of contributions to the Treasurer of the Synod, and af- 
ford to all its members a regular channel of contributions for 
the benevolent operations of the church, the minimum mount 
being indicated by a budget of apportionments by Synod to the 
Congregations. It shall make earnest effort to pay such amounts 
into the Synodical treasurer in monthly installments. it shall 
make due and liberal provision for the ministratioti of the Word 
and Sacraments, endeavor to hold at least one service every 
Lord’s Day and see that the pastor is properly supported; and 
make all necessary provision for the promotion of piety in its 
families and for the Christian training of the young. 

Section 3. In cases of vacancy, difficulty or strife in a con- 
gregation, the Church Council shall seek the advice and instruc- 
tion of the President of the Synod. 

Section 4. In cases of strife and division, should any part 
ot the congregation belonging to a Synod reject the faith set 


forth in Article I, Section 2, or revolt against the constitutional 


provisions or its obligations as a member of Synod, that part 
of the congregation, whether majority or minority of its mem- 
bership, which continues in unity with the Synod and its faith 
shall be recognized as the lawful congregation. 

Section 5. No congregation shall make any enactments in 
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conflict with this constitution or with the accepted regulations 
of the United Lutheran Church in America. 

Section 6. Should a pastor resign, the Church Council! shall 
receive a letter of resignation and refer the same to the con- 
gregation for its action; and at once report the fact to the Presi- 
dent of Synod. 


ARTICLE IX—DISCIPLINE. 


Section 1—Offenses. The offenses for which members of 
the Synod shall be subject to discipline are: 

(A) Preaching or teaching doctrine in conflict with the faith 
set forth in Article I, Section 2. 

(B) Conduct incompatible with moral purity or with the 
character of the ministerial office. 

(C) Wilful disregard and violation of the Constitution, au- 
thority and resolutions of the Synod. a 

Section 2—Penalties. The penalties which may be imposed 
upon ministers are: 

(A) Private censure and admonition by the President. 

(B) Public censure and admonition in any session of the 
Synod or Conference. 

(C) Suspension from, the office and functions of the min- 
istry for a designated period, or until there is satisfactory evi- 
dence of repentance and amendment. 

(D) Exclusion from the Synod. 

( Deposition from the ministerial office. 

Section 3. Should any congregation belonging to the Synod 
turn away from the faith set forth in Article I, Section 2, or neg- 
lect or refuse to exercise proper discipline over its members 
after due admonition by the President of the Synod, disparage 
the cause of the Christian church and the upbuilding of the 
kingdom of Jesus Christ through applied benevolences, or wil- 
fully disregard and violate the Constitution and regulations of 
the Synod and persist in such disregard and violation, it shall 
be excluded from membership in the Synod. 

Section 4—Process Against a Minister. 

(A) The bringing of charges: 

1. By a congregation. 

If serious accusation be lodged against a minister before a 
Church Council by six voting members in the congregation, un- 
less otherwise provided for by the Constitution of the congre- 
gation, the Council shall confer with him about the same and 
8 shall endeavor to obviate all just cause of complaint and to 
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reconcile all parties; nor shall any further steps be taken until 
all proper efforts to this end on the part of the Church Council 
have been exhausted. 


If in the judgment of the Church Council a.prima facie case 
has been made out against the minister, it shall report its find- 
ings in writing to the President of Synod, specifying the charges, 
which must, however, be founded upon the subscribed testimony 
of at least two credible witnesses. If the Church Council shall 
ignore the accusation the members of the congregation who have 
brought the charges may in like manner lay them before the 
President of Synod. 

If the minister be charged with some specific sin not in the 
manner aforesaid, but by wide spread rumor which is not tran- 
sient, but which continues and strengthens, the Church Council! 
shall endeavor to remove the scandal; and if it fails or finds 
evidence of guilt, it shall at once report the case to the President 
of Synod. 

2. By members of Synod. 

Three ministers of the Synod may prefer charges against a 
minister, but such charges must be specific, in writing, signed 
by them. 

3. By the President of the Synod. 

Should the attention of the President of the Synod be di 
rected by rumor or complaint to alleged offenses on the part 
of any of its members he shall immediately investigate the mat- 
ter and endeavor to remove any cause for complaint or scandal. 
Should he fail in his efforts, or should he deem such action nec 
essary, he shall appoint a committee of investigation as here- 
inafter provided. 

(B) The Preliminary Investigation: 

If any accusation against a minister of the Synod be lodged 
with the President by a congregation, or by three members of 
the Synod, he shall at once communicate with the accused re- 
specting the matter; and, if the accused should desire an inves- 
tigation, or the nature of the accusation be such as to call for 
it, the President shall order such investigation by the Confer- 
ence, or he may appoint a committee for that purpose, and cite 
the accused to appear before said committee to make answer 
to the charges. 

When such investigation is appointed, a copy of the com- 
plaint against the accused shall be furnished him by the presi- 
dent, allowing him not less than ten days between the time of 
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his citation and the time appointed for the hearing: and it the 
accused should refuse or fail to appear without presenting ade- 
quate reasons why the investigation should deferred to an- 
other time, it shall proceed in the same manrier as if he were 
present. 

If the findings in such an investigation show gross immor- 
ality or flagrant transgression, the same shall at once be re- 
ported to the President of the Synod, who shall immediately sus- 
pend him from the office and functions of the ministry until his 
case has been finally decided by the Synod. 


If the findings of the investigation show sufficient evidence 
of guilt, besides reporting the case to the President, the Confer- 
ence or Committee making the investigation shall formulate the 
charges and specifications against the accused, and the Presi- — 
dent of the Synod shall furnish a copy to the accused not less 
than twenty days before the meeting of the Synod, at the same 
time citing him to appear at said meeting, when his case shall 
be heard and decided. e 


(C) The Trial. 


When charges have been brought against a minister of the 
Synod and the preliminary investigation has shown that a for- 
mal trial is necessary, the President shall report the matter to 
the next annual meeting of Synod, or to a special meeting called 
for the purpose, and the case shall be referred to a Committee 
on Discipline consisting of not less than fifteen members. The 
charges and specifications against the accused shall be present- 
ed in his presence if he desires it. The accused shall have the 
right and opportunity to be fully heard and to call witnesses in 
his own defense, and may be represented by counsel, who, how- 
ever, shall be members of the congregations belonging to the 
Synod. The Committee on Discipline shall hear all relevant 
testimony, and shall present its findings to Synod. If the find- 
ings be adverse to the accused, it shall also recommend the 
penalty to be inflicted. The findings of the Committee may be 
adopted and the penalty determined by a majority vote of the 
Synod; but the accused ‘may appeal from the findings of the 
Committee, in which case he shall be tried by the Synod in se- 
cret session, and the method of procedure shall be the same as 
before the Committee on Discipline. In case of such appeal all 
penalties shall be suspended until the case has been tried and 
determined by the Synod. 

When a minister is charged with teaching or preaching doc- 
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trines that are in conflict with Article I, Section 2, of this Con- 
stitution, the Committee on Discipline shall consist entirely of 
ministers and shall report its findings to the Executive Session 
of Synod; but the accused may appeal to the said Executive Ses. 
sion of Synod against the findings of the Committee, in which 
case the Executive Session of Synod shall proceed to try the 
charges. In acting upon the report of the Committee on Disci- 
pline or in its trial of charges, the Executive Session of Synod 
shall take a vote on two counts: First, Is the doctrine specified 
in conflict with Article I, Section 2? Second, Is the accused 
guilty of preaching or teaching such doctrines? The guilt of 
the accused shall be determined only upon a two-thirds vote on 
the first count and upon a majority vote on the second count. 
The Executive Session of Synod shall determine the penalty by 
a majority vote; but the penalty shall not be less than suspen- 
sion from the ministry, which shall.continue until such time as 
the accused shall have made full recantation of the errors be- 
‘cause of which he has been suspended. 

When the Synod has made final decision in the case of the 
trial of a minister, the President of the Synod shall at once an- 
nounce the decision, whether guilty or not guilty. If guilty, the 
President shall pronounce the sentence in the presence of the 
body; also, if possible. in the presence of the person adjudged 
guilty, and a copy of the sentence shall be given him. 

If in any case new evidence shall be presented to the Presi- 
dent which shall be sufficient in his judgment to warrant a re- 
trial, he shall present the evidence to the Synod, and the latter 
shall decide whether the case shall be reopened. When the 

* penalty imposed has been greater than that of public or private 
censure, he shall. at once call a special meeting of the Synod to 
consider the matter. | 

— The proceedings in a case of discipline shall not be pub- 
lished, in part or in whole, before the final decision is reached 
and the result officially declared. 

The administration of discipline in a congregation is de- 
termined by the congregation's Constitution, but a pastor or 
member of any congregation belonging to the Synod may appeal 
to the Synod from the disciplinary action of the congregation. 
All such appeals, whether on the part of the pastor or a member 
of the congregation, must be made in writing to the President 
of the Synod within thirty days after the action has been taken. 
A copy of said appeal shall be promptly transmitted by the ap- 
pellant to the officers of the congregation, nor shall the appeal 
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be entertained unless there is evidence that the same has been 
received by said officers. Upon receiving such appeal the Presi- 
dent of the Synod shall refer the matter for investigation.to the 
Conference with which the congregation is connected, or to a 
special committee appointed by him. All relevant testimony 
shall be heard in such investigation. The decision or finding of 
the Conference or Committee shall be reported to the President 
of the Synod and shall be final unless the Synod at its subse- 
quent meeting shall determine otherwise. 

No minister or layman while under discipline or sentence of 
suspension shall hold any office in the Synod, or serve as a del- 
egate, director or trustee under its appointment; and every com- 
mittee; board, delegation or body of appointees constituted by the 
Synod shall see to the enforcement of this rule. 

It shall also be the duty of all pastors and congregations 
belonging to the Synod to respect the disciplinary action of the 
Synod; and for any pastor or congregation to set aside or dis- 
regard any such disciplinary action shall be deemed a violation 
of order which shall subject the offender to discipline. 


ARTICLE X. 
The Synod shall be incorporated. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Section 1. The Seal of the Synod represents the Cross be 
hind an open Bible above which are inscribed the words, “Preach 
the Word” and under which are inscribed the words, “All for 
Christ,” and encircling all of which is the title, “Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of Nebraska.” 

Section 2. The Seal shall be in charge of the President of 
Synod, who shall affix it, or cause it to be affixed, to all docu- 
ments, certificates, deeds, legal papers, official copies of reso- 
lutions, licenses, etc., requiring the Seal of the Synod. 

Section 3. The provisions and ordinances contained in this 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Synod, in so far as they are 
severally applicable, shall be of like force in the government of 
the Synod, and the Conferences. 

Section 4. Section 2 of Article I of this Constitution shall 
not be altered nor amended by this Synod. 

Section 5. Other articles of the Constitution of this Synod 
may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
at a regular annual meeting, provided that such proposed amend- 
ment be moved and presented in writing by not less than six 
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members at a previous regular annual meeting. 

Section 6. Everything in any By-Law, resolution, or en- 
actment of the Synod differing from or in conflict with this Con- 
stitution is hereby superseded and repealed. 

(Above Constitution was read at a special meeting of Synod 
held at Tekamah, Nebraska, in May, 1920, and adopted at the 
meeting of the Synod at North Platte, October 6-8, 1920.)

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BY-LAWS 


OF THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD 
OF NEBRASKA 


SECTION 1—MEETINGS. 


Item 1—The time of the annual meeting of Synod shall be as 
near the 10th of-October each year as convenient, and, along 
with the place of meeting, shall be fixed by Synod itself unless 
referred to the Executive Committee. The time and place of 
meeting may be changed by the Executive Committee when re- 
quested by a majority of the ministers of Synod. 

Item 2—At the first session of each regular — of 
Synod the sermon shall be preached by the President of Synod 
or by some minister designated by the President and the Holy 
Communion shall be administered. 


SECTION 2—OFFICERS. 


Item 1—In addition to the officers named im the Constitution, 
Synod shall annually elect a Statistician and a Historian. 

Item 2—The duties of the Statistician shall be to gather the 
parochial reports of the various congregations of the Synod be- 
tore each annual session and tabulate them alphabetically ac- 
cording to the location of pastorates for report to Synod and for 
the Synodical minutes. He shall send out the blanks at least 
four weeks before the meeting of Synod. His report shall be 
closed before the meeting of Synod and posted on the opening 
day. He shall also send blank credentials to each pastorate in 
which the name of the lay delegate may be entered, said cre- 
dentials to be presented by the lay delegates or their pastors at 
the opening of Synod. He shall also send out blanks for report 
on the state of the church, or for such other reports as Synod 
may direct. 

Item 3—The duties of the Historian shall be to collect and 
classify facts concerning each congregation which has been at 
any time in connection with this Synod. He shall record the 
date of organization, ministers who served it in their order, and 
the rate of increase, together with such other facts as may be 
of interest. He shall keep a register of the names of the min- 
isters, when and how they entered Synod, and the date and man-

ner of their leaving same; in short, he shall keep a complete 
history of the Synod. 

Item 4—A Necrologist shall be appointed by the Executive 
Committee whose duty it shall be to take account of the death 
of ministers, ministers’ wives, prominent laymen and laywomen 
in any of the congregations of Synod who have rendered special 
service to the church and secure and report a brief biography 
of said persons to the Necrology Committee of the United Luth- 
eran Church in America and to the Historian of this — He 
shall also report to Synod. 

Item 5— The election of all officers shall be by ballot, and 
in those offices where ministers only are eligible there shall be 
no nominations. 

Item 6— The Secretary of Synod shall be the custodian of 
all files of minutes, documents, blank forms of reports, ordina- 
tion and licensure certificates, etc., not otherwise provided for 
by Synod. He shall not be permitted to lend the file of minutes 
or the protocol to any one except on ‘he written order of the 
President. 

He shall furnish the President, at the opening of Synod, 
with an abstract of all the unfinished business, notices of amend- 
ments to the Constitution, and expiration of the term of direc- 
tors, members of standing committees, delegates, etc. 

Should he remove from the bounds of Synod or otherwise 
become disqualified he shall turn over all papers and properties 
in his hands belonging to Synod to the President or to someone 
designated by the President to receive them. 

Item 7—The President may at the request of the Secretary, 
appoint an assistant secretary, whose term of office shall expire 
at the close of the n. eting of Synod. 

Item 8—The Executive — of Synod shall be the 
trustees of Synod. 


SECTION 3—ROLL OF SYNOD. 


The Secretary, in making up the Roll of Synod shall arrange 
the same alphabetically according to the names of the ministers 
‘and shall enter opposite each minister's name the year of that 
minister's ordination. He shall include their addresses. 


SECTION 4—DELEGATES, DIRECTORS, ETC. 
Item 1—Delegates to the Conventions of the United Luth- 
ran Church in America shall be elected by ballot at the regular 
meeting of Synod next previous to two months before the meet: 
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ing of the convention which they are to attend. The number of 
delegates shall be as specified by the Constitution of the United 
Lutheran Church in America. 

Item 2— An equal number of principals and alternates shall 
always be elected. Principals shall be elected first and after- 
wards alternates. 

Item 3.—The Clerical delegate first elected, or, if two or 
-more are elected on the same ballot, the one receiving the high- 
est number of votes on that ballot, shall be chairman of the 
delegation. All delegates and alternates shall take precedence 
in the order of their election. 

Item 4—No clerical member shall be eligible more than 
twice in successicn, unless he be president or secretary of the 
United Lutheran Church. When a delegate elect shall remove 
beyond the bounds of this Synod before the meeting of the 
United Lutheran Church he shall not be entitled to represent the 
Synod, provided always, that ministers in the general service of 
the church shall be exempt from this rule of removal. 


Item 5—In the election of Clerical members to delegations, - 


boards, etc., no nominations shall be made; but for lay mem- 
bers nominations may be made. 

Item 6—The Trustees of Midland College shall be elected 
by ballot for the term of three years. Their necessary expenses 
in attending meetings of the Board shall be paid by Synod. 
These trustees shall be required to report in writing at the meet- 
ings of Synod pon the condition, need and work of the College. 

Item 7—The Directors of Nachusa Orphanage shall be elect- 
ed by ballot for the term of two years. They shall report in 
writing annually upon the condition of the home. 

Item 8—Two Trustees of Tabitha Home shall be elected for 
the term of one year, and shall continue in office until their 
successors have been elected and duly qualified. They shall re- 
port annually to the Synod. ° 


SECTION 5—COMMITTEES. 


Item 1—All standing Committees shall be appointed by the 
Executive Committee unless otherwise specified in the Const! 
tution or by Synod. All special Committees shall be appointed 
by the President unless otherwise specified. The Executive 
Committee shall prepare the Calendar for the next convention 
of Synod. 

Item 2—Necessary expenses of all committees shall be paid 
by Synod unless otherwise provided for. 
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Item be Layman's Missionary Movement Committee 
shall co-operate with the Layman’s Missionary Movement Com- 
mittee of the United Lutheran Church in America in carrying on 
the work of that Committee and Movement in this Synod and 
perform such other duties with reference to Layman's work as 
may be assigned by Synod to this committee. 

Item 4—The Committee on Sunday Schools and Young Peo- 
ple’s Societies shall cooperate with similar committees of the 
United Latheran Church in America and have in charge all mat- 
ters pertaining to Synod’s care of these organizations, making 
annual report of the condition and needs of these organizations 
to Synod. 

Item 6—The Committee on Protocol shall examine and re- 
port on the condition of the Protocol and files of the minutes 
each year and also bring to the attention of Synod anything in 
the previous minutes of Synod needing the attention of Synod. 

„ Item 6—The Committee on Reference and Council shall have 
charge of arranging the order of presentation of business to 
Synod at its business sessions and shall endeavor to secure the 
greatest possible dispatch of business consistent with the im- 
portance of the matter under consideration. Their order may 
be changed at any time by action of Synod. 

Item 7—All other committees shall perform such duties as 
usually devolve upon said committees or such duties as may be 
specially referred to them by Synod. 


SECTION 6—CONGREGATIONS AND PASTORATES. 


Item 1—No congregation being only a part of a pastorate, 
shall have the right to dismiss its pastor, except at a regular 
‘meeting of the constitutional voters of the pastorate and by the 
constitutional majority. 

Item 2—No congregation or congregations shall withdraw 
from a pastorate without the consent of the joint council and the 
approval of the President of Synod subject to the action of Synod. 

Item 3—No pastorate shall be altered and no new pastorate 
formed except by Synodical action either in regular meetings 
or through its Executive Committee. 

Item 4—Any congregation in arrears to a former pastor 
shall be required to make satisfactory adjustment before calling 
a successor. 

Item 6—Vacant pastorates shall report to the President of 
Synod at once and shall confer with him with a view to being 
supplied with a pastor as soon as possible. 
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Item 6—When a pastor accepts a call to a pastorate of this 
Synod he and the Council of the congregation or charge calling 
him shall arrange with the President of Synod for his regular 
installation as soon as possible after he has taken charge and 
has met the requirements of membership in this Synod, that is, 
is regularly enrolled as an ordained minister of this Synod. 


SECTION 7—ORDINATION. 


The President of Synod shall perform the Holy Rite of Or- 
dination, assisted by the Secretary and other ministers. The Or- 
dination shall be according to the forms prescribed by the 
United Latheran Church in America, and the ordination may be 
either at the time of the meeting of Synod or in the church 
to which the candidate is called, by a committee appointed by 
the Synod for the purpose. If the ordination is performed in 
the church to which the candidate has been called, the service 
of Installation may follow. 


SECTION 8&—PROMISCUOUS ITEMS. 


Item 1—By the term “Executive Session of Synod” used in 
the Constitution and By-Laws is meant a session of the regular 
clerical and lay members of Synod from which all other persons 
are excluded unless requested or permitted by Synod to be 
present. At least one such session shall be held at each con- 
vention of Synod. 

Item 2—The Apportionment Committee in making up the 
budget for Benevolence may consult with the Executive Com- 
_ mittee and the Committee on Layman’s Missionary Movement. 

All matters and duties relating to Systematic Beneficence 
shall be the care of the Committee on Layman’s Missionary 
Movement. 

Item 3—Election of Officers shall take place ks the first 
item of business after the roll of Synod is made up and the 
President's report is given, but the officers elect shall not begin 
their term of office till the close of the last business session as 
provided in the Constitution. 

Item 4—The Executive Committee of Synod shall prepare a 
standard voucher with duplicate for use in issuing all orders on 
the Treasurer for payment of expenses, claims, salaries, etc., 
payable out of the Synodical Treasury. 

Item 5—Remuneration of officers shall be as follows until 
changed by action of Synod: Treasurer, $25 annually. 

Item 6— The minutes of each convention of Synod shall be 
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certified and signed by the retiring president and secretary of 
said convention and the same secretary shall prepare the min- 
utes for printing and properly make them a part of the protocol. 


SECTION 9—ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


1—The President shall open the first session of Synod ac 
cording to the form provided by the United Lutheran Church and 
every session thereafter shall be opened and closed with prayer. 
In the absence of the President, the Secretary shall conduct the 
opening services and in the absence of both, the oldest minister 
present. 
2—Calling the roll. 
1 3—Enrollment of lay delegates. 
4—Application for membership from other Lutheran Synods. 
5— President's report. 
6—Election of officers. 
7 Treasurer's report. 
8—Statistician’s report. 
9—Historian’s report. 
10—Reception of delegates from other Synods. 
11—Appointment of Special Committees. 
12—Reports of Standing Committees. 
13—All papers intended for Synod shall be handed in and 
verbal notice given of any important business intended to be 
brought before Synod. 
14—The papers shall be taken up and discussed, or referred 
to appropriate committees who shall report at the proper time. 
15—Education. 
16—Home Missions and Church Extension. 
17—Foreign Missions. 
18—Tabitha Home and Nachusa Home. 
19—Other General Boards of the Church. 
20—Miscellaneous Business. 
21—Blection of delegates, trustees and directors to meetings 
or institutions in which Synod is represented. 
22—Appointment of delegates to other synods or ecclesi- 
astical bodies and visitors to institutions. 
23—Choice of time and place of next meeting. 
24—1Induction of new officers into office. 
26—Adjournment according to order provided by United 
Latheran Church. 


The Committee on Reference and Council may change for. 
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convenience this order except where particular specification is 
made in the Constitution or By-Laws. 
SECTION 10—AMENDMENTS. 


These By-Laws may be suspended or amended at any Con- 
vention of Synod by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting; provided that due notice of an amendment pro- 
posed shall have been given on the preceding day. 


(The above By-Laws were adopted at North Platte, Nebras- 
ka, at the meeting of Synod held October 6-8, 1920, being the 
same meeting at which the Constitution was adopted).
